NameRingling 
In Ubangi Suit 


$75,000 sought by Fowzer, 
claiming sole rights to ex- 
hibit Congo savages 


NEW YORK, May 16.—Hugh W. Fowzer, 
veteran showman and whale exhibitor, 
last Thursday filed a $75,000 suit in the 
United States District Court naming 
John Ringling defendant as an in- 
dividual and as head of the American 
Circus Corporation, operator of the 
Ringling circuses, in an action over the 
rights to the Ubangis, troupe of saucer- 
lipped savages from the Congo regions, 
a feature with Ringling-Barnum and Al

Savages began their 
season at the opening of the circus in 
Madison Square Garden April 8 and were 
featured on a track walkaround and also 
in the side show.

NEW YORK, May 16.—Hundreds of 
professional mimes turned out in sup- 
port of Mayor Walker’s highly touted 
mass parade in a demonstration favoring 
the manufacture of beer. At least 150 
of the town’s prettiest chorines and 
show girls, currently engaged in Face the 
Music and Of Thee I Sing, gave the huge 
crowd of lookers-on the treat of their 
lives, as they rode in the line of march 
aboard huge and gorgeous floats.

Decision depends on results shown by ace house with 
four shows and pop admission scale—capacity business 


at the first matinee 


NEW YORK, May 16-—Introduction of 
the new Palace grind straight vaude 
policy in about 10 key cities is under 
consideration by RKO. The determining 
factor will be the showing the Palace 
makes this week with its 10-act show. 
Saturday afternoon there was a capacity 
audience in attendance for the first time 
at a Saturday matinee in months. 

The towns which will get the grind 
vaude shows will probably be Chicago, 
Los Angeles, Boston, Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Detroit, San Francisco, Baltimore 
and Pittsburgh. As yet the matter is 
still only in the talking stage, with 
George Godfrey, in charge of the vaude 
booking department in the absence of 
Martin Beck, said to have broached the 
matter to the RKO executives. They are 
reported to have answered that the 
showing of the Palace will determine 
their decision. 

There hasn't been a straight vaude 
house elsewhere on the circuit in a 


couple of years, altho talk of a come- 
back along these lines has been around 
since the last few went into combination 
policies. The Palace has been the only 
house in the country to hold out with 
straight vaudeville, altho switching to- 
day from two and three-a-day to four 
and five shows daily in an attempt to 
cut down losses. 


Martin Beck’s departure for Europe 
with Roxy two weeks ago to look for new 
talent and novelties is now attached to 
the talk of a revival of straight vaude- 
ville. It is believed that Beck had plans 
for a strong vaude comeback in mind 
before making the trip, for a trip of this 
kind would otherwise have been useless, 
in view of RKO'’s present greatly depleted 
playing time. 


Same policy as at the Palace (10 acts,

Stiff Fight Looms on Senate 


Floor A gainst Admissions Tax 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—The latest of 
a succession of changes in the proposed 
new Federal tax bill, changes so numer- 
ous as to make observers es dizzy as 
participants in the activities of a Barrel- 
toll or Whip at an amusement park, 
made by the Senate finance committee as 
to a levy on admissions, has left those 
interested in this particular tax once 
more up in the air. The reduction of 
the exemption to 10 cents after the 
Senate committee had fixed the exemp- 
tion at 45 cents and apparently finally 
undoubtedly means a stiff fight against 
this latest change on the floor of the 
Senate. 


There is no disguising the fact that 
members of the Senate committee ap- 
parently had in mind during delibera- 
tion of the admissions tax something 
that would be certain to take in picture 
houses. As to the old, established and 
widely popular amusements featuring 
flesh there is reason to believe individual 
members of committees, as well as mem- 
bers themselves, in both Houses would 
have shown consideration for the circus 


could this have been done without dis- 
crimination, 

An interesting thought just now is 
whether or not press reports of that 
$700,000 run by Ringling-Barnum within 
23 days in New York City recently might 
have had a psychological effect upon 
finance committee members. Fact is, it 
wdauld take a regular lotus-eater to con- 
jure up any such returns, generally, for 
road shows of all kinds, parks and 
beaches as the Ringling-Barnum draw 
in New York would suggest.

Wirth Claims Contract Rights 


In Hamid’s Action Against Him 


NEW YORK, May 16.—A series of out- 
side battles foreruns the impending 
fracas in Supreme Court in the case of 
Wirth & Hamid Fair Booking against 
Frank Wirth and M. W. Monheimer, the 
booking office asking for an injunction to 
restrain Wirth, George Hamid’s former 
associate, from allegedly violating certain 
clauses in their dissolution agreement 
made on June 1 last. Mr. Monheimer 
holds notes embracing shares of stock 
which the plaintiff asks be turned over 
by court order. 

Incidental to the asked-for injunction 
is a conjunctive request by the plaintiff 
that should a rephrasing of certain parts 
in the contract be necessary for granting 
of the restraining order that such 
amending be done. Plaintiff contends 
that the wording of certain parts in the 
contract is ambiguous and gives Mr. 
Wirth privileges he should not actually 
have “by mutual agreement.” 


Defense counsel does not deny that 
Mr. Wirth’s activities are restricted to 
certain limitations cited in the contract, 
but points to a parenthetical phrase, 
“except as hereinafter provided,” to show 
that Mr. Wirth has definite rights which 
are clearly within the terms of the 
dissolution agreement. 

Some of the parts of the contract 
which the defendant claims give him 
definite rights and on which will prob- 
ably hinge the decision of the court are 
as follows: 

“The restrictions shall only apply to 
the States of Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Virginia, Maryland, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia and Florida in 
the United States; also the maritime 
provinces of Canada; province of Quebec,

Authors, composers, pub- 
lishers gain victory at hear- 
ing—measure pigeonholed 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Net result of 
the special hearings held Thursday on 
the new copyright bill (amended H. R. 
109,076) introduced by Congressman 
William I. Sirovich, of New York, was 
that the measure was shot full of holes 
and a sweeping victory gained by the 
authors, composers and _ publishers 
against the motion picture interests. 
The bill is now expected to be pigeon- 
holed indefinitely, or until such time as 
Congressman Sirovich will have time to 
absorb the idea proposed by Nathan 
Burkan, general counsel for the ASCAP 
and MPPA. 


Abram Myers appeared as counsel for 
the Allied Theater Owners, Gabriel Hess 
for the Hays office and Sam Spring for 
other motion picture producers. Along 
with Burkan were Gene Buck, president 
of the ASCAP, and John G. Paine, chair- 
man of the board of the MPPA. 


Original Sirovich bill having run on 
the rocks after having been reported out 
of the patents committee, and acting on 
the proposition that Allied had not been 
properly heard, Sirovich amended his bill 
to include a clause which, as proposed 
by Mr. Myers, was to the effect that the 
motion picture producer? should pay the 
ASCAP the license fee for the use of 
music on the film and thus do away 
with the present method of the exhibitor 
paying the Society 10 cents per seat a 
year.

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Artists Hit 
Hammerstein 


No scenery for show he 
was to coproduce unless 
claim is paid 


NEW YORK, May 14.—Arthur Ham- 
Merstein ran into a snag in his at- 
tempted comeback to legit after his 
bankruptcy last season. Hammerstein 
was to be coproducer with L. Lawrence 
Weber of The Man Who Reclaimed His 
Head, which was scheduled to go in 
rehearsal next week for a summer tryout, 
but the United Scenic Artists stepped in 
and said it was no go unless Hammer- 
stein up and paid a bill of $9,700 he 
Owed Cirker & Robbins on his two flop 
shows, Luana and Ballyhoo. 

Hammerstein claims to have been dis- 
charged from the bankruptcy court last 
October and therefore is legally entitled 
to start all over again, but the union, 
being a law unto itself, declares that 
Hammerstein must arrange to pay or it 
will not allow any member to make 
scenery for the show, altho Weber, co- 
producer, is in good standing. Weber 
incidentally declares that altho Ham- 
merstein will have his name on the pro- 
gram he will have no financial interest 
in the opus, which the union thinks 
is a very interesting sidelight, but can’t 
figure why Hammerstein, wants to be 
known as producer if this be so. As 
the matter stands Weber is up in arms, 
threatening to obtain an injunction 
against the union if it does not come to 
an agreement with Hammerstein allow- 
ing him to pay off the debt in install- 
ments. 

When Hammerstein filed bankruptcy 
papers last year he declared his liabilities 
were $1,649,136 and cash assets $5.77, and 
as a result he lost the Hammerstein 
Theater, which has been taken over this 
season by Earl Garroll. Hammerstein 
also was slated to coproduce a new 
version of Camille with Arthur Hopkins, 
but this project seems to have fallen 
by the wayside. 


International Labor Meet 
Allows Children on Stage 


GENEVA, May 9.—The 16th Session of 
the International Labor Conference, 
which closed here last week, has drafted 
@ new convention prohibiting children 
under 14 years of age being employed in 
any sort of work. The following is one 
of the few exceptions made: 

“In the interests of art, science and 
education, national laws may, in in- 
dividual cases, allow exceptions which 
will enable children to appear on the 
stage and other public entertainments 
or as actors or supernumeraries in the 
making of cinematographic films. Such 
exceptions shall be allowed in respect 
of dangerous employment such as em- 
ployment in circuses, variety shows and 
cabarets. In any case, strict safeguards 
shall be prescribed for the health, 
physical development and morals of the 
children, for insuring kind treatment 
of them, proper rest and the continua- 
tion of their education. Children to 
whom terms are granted in this manner 
shall not be employed after midnight.” 


New Cohan Plays Fails 
To Arouse Chi Patrons 


CHICAGO, May 14.—George M. Cohan 
has come to town with a new play, Con- 
fidential Service, that has not yet seen 
Broadway, and which is rather disap- 
pointing to the many George M. Cohan 
fans of the Midwest. 

The opus is a detective play, in which 
Cohan takes the part of a private de- 
tective. There are missing jewels, a 
philandering husband and a faithless 
wife to furnish complications aplenty, 
and Cohan as the “dick’’ who has to 
solve the jewel robbery and smooth out 
the domestic difficulties of those involved 
is extremely interesting.

UTICA, N. Y., May 1¢.—Utica heirs of 
John R. Clancy, of John R. Clancy, Inc., 
manufacturers of theatrical hardware, 
Syracuse, who died April 20 in Syracuse, 
made known today that one-third of his 
estate, appraised at from $750,000 to

invalid widow and her sister. Later, after 
the death of the two women, two-thirds 
of the estate will go to the Syracuse 
Foundation.

Atlanta’s Labor Trouble 


ATLANTA, May 14. — For several 
months past the neigh$borhood theaters 
around Atlanta have been the victims 
of bombs and other annoyances peculiar 
to non-union houses. When RKO vaude- 
ville was moved from Keith’s Georgia 
Theater to the Paramount the last of 
March, R. B. Wilby, operator of a chain 
of theaters thruout the Southeast, took 
control of the Georgia. Planning to 
operate a split week picture house at 
25-cent top, salaries and personnel had 
to be sliced. The union demafded four 
men in the projection room at $82.50; 
Wilby and the manager, Earl Holden, 
decided that three men at $75 was all 
that was needed. The result—a non- 
union theater. 

Since that date, detrimental word-of- 
mouth advertising has been tremendous, 
then tear bombs were planted, a black 
snake was screamingly announced by a 
woman during a performance, but no 
snake was found; then last week some 
flashlight powder was fired, burning one 
woman badly and injuring three others 
slightly. The audience was in an angry 
mood and if the perpetrator had been 
found the party would have been 
punished without the help of a negligent 
police force. These labor troubles have 
been kept out of the newspapers.

Quite a num- 
ber of reservations, however, were can- 
céled at the various box offices and ticket 
brokerages. 

First reports on the finding of the 
body came by radio. Bulletins on subse- 
quent events continued all Thursday 
night over all of the networks. 


Fannie Brice Wins Suit 
Over Canceled Air Contract 


NEW YORK, May 14.—The Appellate 
Term of the Supreme Court of New York 
County has denied the motion of Erwin, 
Wasey & Company, advertising agency, 
to appeal to the Appellate Division in 
the suit brought against the agency by 
Fanny Brice, comedienne. 

The decision is important from the 
viewpoint of the artist, in that theat- 
rical and advertising agencies are not 
granted the right to establish a so-called 
“custom” in their contracts. The 
agencies have been inserting a clause to 
the effect that should the sponsor of the 
radio program discontinue the radio 
broadcasts or change his policy the con- 
tract with the artist is void. 

Some time ago the William Morris of- 
fice made a contract with Miss Brice to 
appear on three radio programs spon- 
sored by the Philco Radio Company, giv- 
ing her $1,500 for the first date, $1,250 
for the second and $1,000 for the third. 
Miss Brice was canceled after the second 
show, and the Morris office revealed the 
clause, which implies that a cancella- 
tion is okeh when a sponsor changes his 
mind. 

However, it was brought out that the 
contract between the Morris office and 
Erwin, Wasey did not contain such 2 
clause. 


French Film Company Bankrupt 


PARIS, May 9.—The French film pro- 
ducing and distributing firm, Compagnie 
Nouvelle d’Editions Cinematographiques 
Phocea, has been declared bankrupt by 
the Paris Tribunal of Commerce. The 
company was capitalized at 13,000,000 
francs ($520,000) and had offices in Paris 
and Marseilles.

A scheme has been worked 
out whereby orchestra men are per- 
mitted to fill more than one engagement 
and whose salary may range from $115 
to $400.

NEW YORK, May 16.—Possibility of a flock of radio acts invading RKO’s 
stages under their commercial ether billings is stronger now that NBC. and RKO 
have been so closely bound in the last few months thru the former's refinancing 


and reorganization 


First act of the type to be set, Campbell’s Soup Hour, will 


open next week (May 21) on a split between the Fordham, Bronx and Madison, 


Brooklyn. 


Its features, Robert Simmons and Howard Lannon’s Orchestra, will 


be submerged in the front and daily advertising in favor of the more widelv 


known title of their commercial radio 
sponsors. 

The “Campbell” act, with a cast of 
16 people, will get $1,000 for its first 
and showing RKO week. No further 
time has been laid out for it as yet. 

Until this booking, RKO has shown 
@ marked antipathy towards commer- 
cial turns and one radio act in par- 
ticular, Herbert’s Diamond Entertainers, 
had to change its billing to Diamond 
Entertainers when playing for this cir- 
cuit. Loew, on the other hand, went in 
for commercial acts on a comparatively 
large scale last year and with a business 
arrangement with the sponsors. 

Loew, at the time, paid only part of 
the salaries of the commercial acts, with 
the business houses paying the rest and 
charging it to advertising as they do 
their radio periods. Whether because of 
dwindling playing time, or as a result of 
resentment shown by audiences in its 
theaters, Loew quickly dropped the “ccm- 
mercial act” scheme. 

So far as is known, RKO will not play 
the commercials on the same expense- 
sharing plan as did Loew. It is probable, 
however, that the circuit will expect to 
get the acts cheaper than if non-com- 
mercial billed because of the advertising 
value to the radio sponsors. 

RKO will use the commercial billings 
only because the radio acts will have 
little b.-o. value without them. Ether 
periods are popularized by the business 
title more than by the talent they con- 
tain, with very few exceptions such as 
Rudy Vallee, Burns and Allen, Bing 
Crosby, etc. 


Bridgeport Strike Still On 


BRIDGEPORT, May 14.— The _ local 
houses of the Arthur Circuit are still on 
strike and are being picketed at every 
performance by representatives of the 
stagehands and movie operators. Several 
conferences were held during the week 
between representatives of the strikers 
and Harry Arthur, but no agreement 
could be reached. Arthur volunteered to 
employ one stagehand in several of his 
movie houses, but the strikers held out 
for two men. In New Haven the chief 
of the fire department ordered the cir- 
cuit to employ two men backstage of 10 
years’ experience, but Arthur quickly got 
out an injunction from the court to 
prevent the chief from enforcing the or- 
der. This week the scenery backstage in 
all of the Bridgeport houses was removed 
from the theaters. 


F&M Out of Birmingham 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 14.—At the 
close of a seven weeks’ run, which ends 
May 20, Fanchon & Marco, playing the 
Alabama Theater during this period, will 
not include Birmingham in its itinerary. 
Extremely poor support is given as the 
reason that the Alabama for the second 
time within a year is forced to forego its 
vaudeville show. The 11-piece orchestra, 
the ranks of local musi- 
cians, will “get the gate” in this new 
pelicy, as will the stagenands. 


Cireus Busch Gets Mixed Shows 


BERLIN, May 2.—No circus acts at the 
Circus Busch during the summer. House 
has been rented by Paula Busch and 
commenced a mix program, consisting of 
concert of 50 musicians, a film and five 
vaudeville acts. With top admission 
down to 25 cents, business is very good. 


And Air Cushions? 


NEW YORK, May 16.—The Dows, 
indie bookers, have furnished their 
new office with a checker table in 
the agents’ waiting room.

3+ RKO Companies 
Show $1,469,377 Loss 


NEW YORK, May 16.—Reports of three 
RKO companies for the three months 
that ended March 31 show a total loss 
of $1,469,377.98. B. F. Keith Corpora- 
tion and subsidiaries showed a loss of 
$64,845.51; Keith-Albee-Orpheum Corpo- 
ration and subsidiaries a loss of $709,- 
826.07, and Orpheum Circuit end sub- 
sidiaries a loss of $694,706.40. 

B. F. Keith and the KAO corporations 
both turned in profits from operations, 
but the loss from depreciation exceeded 
the profits. The Orpheum Circuit suf- 
fered a loss from operations in addition 
to a large depreciation loss. 

Despite the heavy loss for the first 
quarter, RKO is expected to make a bet- 
ter showing this second quarter, which 
ends June 30, and the third quarter 
which ends September 30. This is due 
to the elimination of rents in all RKO 
houses for the 12-week period that be- 
gan Saturday. The circuit operates on 
a 40-week basis so far as rents go, this 
enabling houses to operate during sum- 
mer under a much-reduced overhead. 


Seala Closes in July To Rebuild 


BERLIN, May 2.—While the Wintergar- 
ten continues vaudeville all during the 
summer, the Scala closes June 30 for one 
month in order to rebuild the stage.

Operators Hear Old Cry of RKO?’s 


Need for Vaude 


NEW YORK, May 14.—The break-in 
time question, which has been around 
RKO for a long while, is being revived 
on the Sixth Floor. With Martin Beck 
away on a widely publicized talent hunt 
in Europe, George Godfrey is carrying 
on negotiations with the theater-operat- 
ing department to get three break-in 
weeks in the metropolitan area and its 
vicinity. Negotiations are still in the 
nebulous stage, with the theater operat- 
ing outfit cocking quizzical eyebrows at 
the added expense involved. 

The creation of a three-week break-in 
route hereabouts would necessitate the 
introduction of pit bands and exvcra 
stagehands in all theaters Affected, and 
the theater operation men, who are skep- 
tical about vaude in the summertime 
anyhow, claim that the additional sal- 
aries plus the cost of the acts would 
not be made up by the extra patronage 
that vaude might draw. The booking 
department is atternpting to convince

The creation of RKO break-in houses 
wouldn’t help the performers a great 
deal as far as salaries go, it is conceded. 
It would, however, do away with the 
haphazard system that is now necessary 
and give turns a definite chance to show. 

From the circuit's angle, it’s Godfrey's 
job to convince the theater-operation 
department that its present policy of 
trying to make each house self-sufficient 
is harming RKO. With an original em- 
phasis placed on vaudeville in the re- 
organization, “flesh” has been shelved 
of late in the endeavor to make the 
hovses pay for themselves. Godfrey is 
trying to convince the operators that a 
training and showing field for new blood 
in vaudeville is absolutely needed to in- 
sure the future of the circuit. 

Negotiations will be continued next 
week. No definite word expected for 
some time.

Switch of coast full-week- 
ers to splits cuts route to 
' nine weeks 


NEW YORK, May 14.—RKO’s Orpheum 
Time, longest route on the booking floor, 
will be trimmed to 9 weeks instead of 
11 at the end of this month. Last 
month the tour started with 1214 weeks, 
stretching from Minneapolis to St. Louis. 
Latest depletion of the route is caused 
by one full-weeker quitting “flesh” for 
straight pictures, with the other week 
and a half slice accounted for by the 
plan to make split-weekers out of full- 
week stands on the Coast. 

The house to drop its vaude in favor 
of pictures is the St. Louis, St. Louis, 
on May 19. House is spotted on the 
tail end of the tour. This follows the 
recent “flesh” shelving in Salt Lake City. 

The other week and a half will be lost 
when Portland, Ore., and Oakland, Calif., 
change from a full-week policy to three 
days May 26. Also when Seattle and 
Tacoma go in split-week policies May 
27. Seattle has been a full week, while 
Tacoma ran three days. 

The above policy changes came about 
last week as a result of conferences held 
by home-office officials in Los Angeles, 
with Cliff Work, Coast division director, 
presenting his views. It was decided to 
go into split-week policies because films 
are not strong enough at present to 
hold up for a full week. 

In the matter of Seattle and Tacoma, 
the unit shows will play these stopoffs 
on the last half. For the first half spe- 
cial shows will be booked from the 
Coast office. And from these special 
shows acts will be recruited to appear in 
the new stage-band policies at the 
Golden Gate, San Francisco, and Hill 
Street, Los Angeles. May 20 the units 
switch in San Francisco from the Golden 
Gate to the Orpheum. 

With all these changes going into 
effect the route at that time will be 
played as follows: Minneapolis (full 
week), St. Paul (full week), Seattle (split 
week), Tacoma (split week), Portland 
(tnree days); Orpheum, San Francisco 
(full week); Oakland (three days), Los 
Angeles (full week), Denver (full week), 
Omaha (full week) and Kansas City 
(full week). 


Vaude Into Keith’s, Boston 


BOSTON, May 16.—Everybody in town 
but the management of the RKO Keith 
Theater is positive that vaudeville of 
big-time variety will be put into the 
RKO Keith by May 28. Officially, says 
Divisional Manager McDonald, nothing is 
known, Unofficially, the date and some 
of the prospective acts are known in 
every other house in town, including the 
coming of Con Colleano, former Ringling 
Circus star wire walker, at no distant 
date as a headliner. From a _ business 
standpoint, it looks as tho this move 
is a bad one right now. When vaude- 
ville was tried in this house before it was 
done just at the beginning of summer 
and even B. F. Keith never made it pay 
in summer. With a fall start, it would

NEW YORK, May 14.—Sid Grauman, 
in the company of Spyros Skouras and 
Sidney Kent, arrived here from the Coast 
yesterday and immediately went into 
conferences with President Harry Kosch 
of Roxy Theaters Corporation. It is re- 
ported that Grauman is being offered 
$3,000 a week, plus a percentage of 
profits, to take over the running of 
the Roxy. 

Since the Class A stockholders took 
control of the theater away from Fox 
last month they have been on the look- 
out for a new managing director. 
Grosses have been slipping steadily, with 
new lows reported the last two weeks 
and the jazz policy an acknowledged 
flop. The new policy is definitely a 
return to the old Rothafel idea of 
spectacle shows and classic music. 

It is possible that the Roxy Theater 
radio hour will be revived as a commer- 
cial program sponsored by a merchan- 
dising firm. S. L. Rothafel had built it 
up to feature status, but it went off the 
air last year. Dr. Reisenfeld went in as 
pit conductor Friday, succeeding Fred 
Waring. He has appointed Julius Lenz- 
berg, formerly with RKO, as associate 
conductor. Jacques Gasselin will be 
concert master; Cornelius van Vliet, solo 
cellist, and William Lockwood, manager. 

Altho the operating cost has been cut 
$8,000 a week without resorting to salary 
or personnel cuts, the house is still very 
much in the red. It is now averaging 
around $40,000, while the nut is around 
$62,000. As to picture product, the 
house will play two more Fox pictures 
under the present contract, with the 
probability that the theater and Fox 
will come to an agreement to continue 
playing Fox pictures, but with lower 
rentals. 


HOLLYWOOD, May 14.—Jack Stebbins, 
manager of the Fox California, San 
Diego, Calif., has taken over the manage- 
ment of the Grauman Chinese Theater 
here until Sid Grauman returns from 
New York. Whether Grauman closes a 
deal with the Roxy or not he will con- 
tinue to operate the Chinese Theater. 
Grauman was invited east by Hayden, 
Stone & Company, bankers, thru whom 
he is negotiating for the Roxy post. 


Baltimore Flesh Crisis 
As Overhead Tops Draw 


BALTIMORE, May 14.—The dead Mc- 
Coy on the Baltimore situation is plainly 
that there is a demand for flesh, but it 
is not strong enough to fight the big 
boodle that the features are demanding. 
The first-run mixed houses are meeting 
the situation by balancing the expense 
budget and giving bills that draw along 
with the big picture. Morry Mechanic, 
who manages The New, tried flesh Easter 
week and the week following, with the 
result that the house is again solid pic- 
tures. Clark and McCullough drew one 
week and the house did all right the 
week following. But there is not enough 
difference in receipts to take care of the 
outgo. Larry Schanberger, manager of 
Keith’s, is giving them not stuff, and the 
Morton Downey act pulled them in. But 
Larry can also see the handwriting, He 
is of the opinion that acts that will really 
pull are getting entirely too much money 
for the possible gate. 

Baltimore wants flesh with its pic- 
tures, but the butcher and baker must 
have theirs. Business is tough and it 
takes genuine attractions to pull. Balti. 
more managers seem inclined to believe 
that it is smack up to the bookers to 
See that fair prices are fixed. Such wage 
concessions would mean the employment 
of more talent. Pailure to secure this 
concession will keep acts from being 
booked in Baltimore and perhaps result 
in a change of policy with some of the 
houses that are now using fiesh. The 
situation, as far as the Monumental City 
is concerned, seems to be approaching a 
crisis.

Capacity house sees first 
show—Loew de luxer calls 
out police reserves 


NEW YORK, May 14.—The swan song 
of two-a-day vaudeville was sung at the 
Palace last night. Today there is a box 
office out front along with a time-table 
sign telling when each of the 10 acts 
goes on four times daily. Tonight there 
is a fifth and midnight show. 

Tho it built to full capacity later, lit- 
tle more than a half house was in at- 
tendance today at the halfway mark of 
the first show of the Palace grind, while 
crowds were fighting to get into the 
Capitol a few blocks up the street. Yes- 
terday morning reserve police were neces- 
sary to keep the mob, which poured out 
for the big “name” layout at the Loew 
de luxer, in check. The Capitol, play- 
ing Cab Calloway’s Band, Burns and Al- 
len, The Street Singer, Edmund Lowe, 
Victor McLaglen and Fifi Dorsay, is also 
furnishing a feature picture. The Palace, 
besides not having a vaude show near 
the Capitol’s in headline content, has 
nothing on the screen aside from 30 
minutes of shorts and newsreels. 

Towards the close of the first show 
today the Palace filled up to capacity. 
It may be that the $3 was too high for 
the general trade, and that the lower 
scale will pull them in. That remains to 
be seen. 

A calliope advertising the change of 
policy at the Palace to grind and pop 
prices was run thru the Broadway sec- 
tion today. It is the first time that 
this theater has restored to this type 
of exploitation. 

Not one show of sentiment was made 
by any act in the last two-a-day layout 
which closed last (Friday) night. Bill 
Demarest, however, gagged a couple of 
times about “the four-a-day,” and, when 
his pansy stooge came on briefly as a 
waiter, he said, “He’s from the restau- 
rant next door—they’re getting the wait- 
ers in already” (for the theater-locked 
actor). That’s all there was to the 
passing of vaudeville’s one remaining 
glory—a halo every actor in the sticks 
dreamed about. 

With the two-a-day gone, the glamour 
of vaude’s last stronghold also passed 
on into the limbo of a rapidly skidding 
art. RKO executives sent the Palace 
into four and five-a-day to fall in line 
with the parade of other Broadway vari- 
ety houses, apparently not realizing that 
the parade had long since passed the 
Palace. Whether it will be able to catch 
up with Loew’s State and Capitol, the 
Roxy and Paramount remains to be seen.

Poor spotting put Roxy Theater En- 
semble in opening position when Ray 
Huling and Seal could better have led 
off. Nevertheless, the Roxy bunch made 
a satisfactory showing. A picturesque 
act with a pleasing routine of ensemble 
numbers, including plantation songs, an 
Alpine Schnitzelbaum burlesque and a 
couple of operatic numbers, one being 
the Italian street song from Naughty 
Marietta. All of the people—there are 13 
have excellent voices, but the gestures 
remind one of old-time elocution. Better 
direction evidently is needed. Act scored 
a nice hand. 


Ray Huling and Seal never fail to 
score. Huling is a competent showman 
and his manner of handling “Charlie” 
has as much to do with the act’s success 
as the cleverness of the animal. 


Buster West is back with the “old 
man” and an unbilled girl, both of whom 
are excellent feeds for Buster. Some of 
the comedy is extremely unrefined, to 
say the least, but gets over. The meat 
of the act, however, is Buster’s un- 
excelled dancing. The more of it he 
injects into the act the bigger he goes 
over—and he went over plenty big today. 

Leo Carrillo, late of the films, was 
given a reception on his entrance and 
his comedy chatter and characterizations 
earned him plenty more applause. Told 
a couple of Italian stories, one about 
the Italian telephoning the morgue and 
another an Italian baseball fan describ- 
ing a game. Could have held the stage 
indefinitely, but begged off.

(Reviewed Saturday Night, May 14) 

With a calliope shrieking thru Times Square to advertise the wares of 
RKO’s ace vaude house, with the marquee painted what might kindly be de- 
scribed as Nile green and the billing plastered baby blue all over the front of 
the house beneath it, the Palace opened as a grind. The new policy went in 
today, and the result was that for the first time in months the house was 
consistently playing to standees. Those standees and the people in the seats 
in front of them weren't regular ‘Palace customers—most of them, in fact, were 
probably visiting the house for the first time. They may have been very nice 
people in their way, but wher you have to move because of an odoriferous 
neighbor it’s not being high hat to say that you wish the old gang were back. 

Altho the popularity of the Palace today might be because of the publicity 
attached to the policy change, the theater had to buck the smash Capitol show; 
Everybcdy’s Welcome, at the Paramount, and the after effects of Mayor Jimmy 
Walker’s beer parade. All things considered, the attendance means that people 
definitely want vaudeville—if they can get it at prices they can afford to pay. 

The lead-off bill on the grind was, as a matter of record, the best show 
the house has had since this reviewer started reviewing. It may not have had 
the usual headline punch, but it had consistent and excellent entertainment, 
entertainment that made the two and a half hours’ running time seem like 
half of that. It’s a swell show. 

VON GRONA’S 10 DANCERS led off after half an hour of newsreels and 
assorted feature subjects on the screen. There are really 12 gals, not 10, and 
they’re all young and pretty and talented. Von Grona is, along with Gluck 
Sandor, the most effective of the modern ballet masters, and the five routines 
the girls go thru are excellent. Surprisingly enough, the mob liked them 
immensely. 

KING BROTHERS AND SCULLY come on next and go thru their rough- 
and-tumbling, harmonizing and dancing. They caught on quickly and the 
customers gave them a nice sendoff. 

WILL OAKLAND follows, with a trio of piano-playing lasses to help him 
out. The pretties are hardly sensational on the ivories, but Oakland, of course, 
goes over tremendously with those who like their tenors loud and high. He 
uses the p. a. system thruout, and at times one wonders if the roof is really 
coming off or if it’s just a hallucination. 

JOE LAURIF JR., on next, gags in his familiar style and introduces four 
boys and a girl—they’re his nephews and niece, he says—who do singing and 
dancing. It’s a homey sort of turn, always pleasant and never sensational. 

JACK DENNY AND HIS BAND appeared fifth at the supper show, switched 
to that spot from the caboose frame because of doubling engagements. The 
band plays its intelligently arranged orchestrations excellently, and Denny 
introduces the Four Eaton Boys, a grand quartet, and Loraine Manners, a 
hotcha lass, who does acro dancing for specialties. 

EDDIE GARR, out of the Edwards act, came running down the aisle here 
for a turn of his own. After clambering over the footlights he indulges in a 
few amusing gags and then goes into the impersonations which are his forte. 
The takeoffs include Jack Oakie, Stan Laurel, Frisco, Rudy Vallee, Chevalier 
and Jimmy Durante. The Vallee and Chevalier bits stand out, the former 
being a malicious and tellingly satirical burlesque, and the latter being so 
realistic as to looks that the mob gave Garr a hand as they saw it. The lad 
scored the first real and solid show-stop of the bill, and nad to tell a few 
more gags to beg off. 

GUS EDWARDS’ STARS ON PARADE comes next, with Garr reappearing 
and seeming hampered by the lines he has to work with. Others in the act 
include Hildegarde, the Aber Twins, Virginia Lee, the Keating Twins and 
Gloria Gilbert. It is an excellent act, well thought out and with the talent 
reaching far above the average. All were good, with Hildegarde and Miss Gilbert 
standing out. The former sings excellently and contributes a grand comedy 
bit, while the latter’s spinning top routine is absolutely sensational. They 
each scored a brace of show-stops. 

CHERRY AND JUNE PREISSER, a couple of little kids making their first 
New York appearance, came next. With all of the sock talent on the bill, with 
the tremendous and deserved ovation that Phil Baker scored later on, this 
pair of youngsters was the show’s standout. They dance, majoring chiefly 
in adagio and acro routines, and they’re grand. Judged by any standards, it’s 
superlative dancing, but when you consider that it’s being done by a pair of 
children, it becomes sensational. Cherry, who is around 16, is a lovely little 
girl with great ability, but even she is overshadowed by the work of June, who 
can’t be more than 12. The latter is a grand youngster, who is going to be 
a show-world topnotcher in no time. She’s bound to be, for she combines a 
charming and unspoiled personality with her talent. She sat on the floor in 
the wings thruout Baker’s act, and, as far as this prying reporter could make 
out, enjoyed it even more than the customers. The kids show-stopped twice. 
It was an ovation. ne 

ETHELIND TERRY was bound to have a tough time following that brace 
of youngsters with her songs, but even so, she could have been better. Her 
delivery is artificial and her manner affected, the lass making more faces in 
singing one number than Frances Alda did two weeks ago in her entire act. 
And Alda’s a pretty good singer, too. Four numbers made up the turn. The 
customers were polite. 

PHIL BAKER closed, and how. It was good to see again the accordion 
and the pleasant face sticking up behind it after their long travels on the road 
in Billy Rose’s Crazy Quilt. Baker opened with a few gags on the change in 
policy, which were wasted cn this mob, which didn’t know what they were 
all about, and then Master Muldowney, the man in the box, made himself 
heard, and when he wants to make himself heard he’s the man to do it. 
The typ‘cal crossfire that followed wowed ’em, and ended the show in a blaze 
of glory. The vaudeville running time was two hours and a half to the minute.

Not much improvement in business. 
After the first show house was two- 
thirds full on the lower floor and not 
many in the balcony. Show was not 
overloaded with comedy, but was about 
the standard now being played at this 
house. 

Dalton Brothers and Company opened 
with a neat skating act. Nothing out 
of the ordinary, but what they did was 
well done. Went off to nice hand. 

Williams and Cryor, colored boys, 
opened with a little talk that failed to 
bring out many laughs. One then went 
into songs that were very well rendered 
and brought out a hand. The other is 
apt at the piano, and between them 
they put over their stuff to excellent 
results, which got them a nice finish. 

Belle Bennett, screen star, got a re- 
ception on her entrance after being in- 
troduced by a female announcer. Miss 
Bennett presented two characters from 


her picture successes and each was well 


done. She finished with a talk in eve- 
ning costume. Took off to several bows. 
A good act. 


Johnny Berkes and Company is the 
billing for the next turn, and a young 
girl singer is the company. They had 
a hard time to get started, but soon 
warmed up to draw some fair laughs. 
Girl is just another foil. Failed to get 
much of a finish. 


Irene Vermillion, assisted by the three 
Beverly Sisters and Kermit Dart, opens 
well, with the three sisters using violin, 
cello and piano during her opening 
dance. Three sisters followed in a sing- 
ing and dancing number that was well 
done. Miss Vermillion came on with a 
clever acrobatic dance that got her a 
nice hand at the finish. As a close, the 
sisters, in change of costume, gave an- 
other singing and dancing number, with 
Miss Vermillion in acrobatic work. 
Strong finish and plenty of applause and 
bows. 


Charlie Jordan and Johnny Woods 


closed with a novel burlesque radio 
presentation that was full of pep and 
laughs. Working with two mikes and a 
piano, they put over impersonations of 
prominent radio stars that were unique 
and original. Went off to a mighty fine 
hand and an encore. B.H. PATRICK. 


Loew’s State, New York 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, May 14) 

Loew's ace vaudefilmer has splurged 
this week, with the stage show headed by 
two “name” acts, George Sidney and 
Smith and Dale, and the screen offering 
Joan Crawford and Robert Montgomery 
in Letty Lynton. It should be a sure- 
fire combo for bringing in business, but 
the box office will have to do a whole 
lot better than it did at this first show 
opening day. The poor gate might be 
alibied by Mayor Walker’s “beer parade” 
and the balmy weather. 


With Sidney and Smith and Dale 
winding up the stage show, it’s natural 
that the finish is big and highly satis- 
factory to the audience. However, the 
preceding portion of the “flesh” needs 
some fixing to bring about speed and 
punch. And Kramer and Boyle, treying, 
should go easy on that audience clown- 
ing. Whole show ran an hour and 23 
minutes. 


The Andressens make an okeh six- 
minute opener with their perch act. 
Kind of stuff that gives a show a fast 
and punchy sendoff. The couple work 
well and their stunts are daring. 

Miss Patricola deuced to nice returns, 
but singing one song after another dulls 
the edge. She should do a little more 
of her bow scraping. Her singing is all 
right, altho it might have more volume, 
and her numbers are swell. 

Dave Kramer and Jack Boyle, working 
as of old, hil it off all right with the 
audience. They got a lot of laughs and 
a generous mitting at the bowoff. Yet 
the boys serve a lot of old wheezes and 
go a little too far in intimacy with the 
audience. 

Jay Seiler and Prances Wills, aided by 
Burt Milton, follow with their delight- 
ful minnie flash. They’ve certainly got 
a dandy turn. And the skippers are 
such good dancers that they inject 
punch after punch during the going. 
Their duo and solo leggings are perfect 
acro specimens. Milton lends helpful 
piano support. Fared well. 

George Sidney is on for 22 minutes in 
the next-to-closing spot to mop up. He’s 
a delightful personality, this famous 
member of the Sidney clan, and has an 
amusing act to back him. Preceded by 
a burlesqued trailer, he’s on to do a lot 
of intimate gabbing, gagging and a dra- 
matic bit. Latter is flashed as a sound 
short, with Sidney later talking to him- 
self on the screen, Audience went big 
for him all the way. 

Joe Smith and Charlie Dale, aided by 
Al Raymond and Harry Goodwin, bring 
back memories of the Avon Comedy 
Four days with their ever-laughable Doc- 
tor Kronkheit act. Smith and Dale's 
doctor-patient banter is one long roar, 
and that’s the way the audience took to 
it. Finished with their familiar quartet 
singing, with Goodwin and Raymond 
leading off grandly.

Hippodrome, New York 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, May 14) 


A better-than-average bill this week. 
Runs an hour and 50 minutes, but does 
not bore, the acts covering a wide 
variety of entertainment and moving at 
a clip pace. Outstanding are the Rita 
Royce act in third spot and Senator 
Murphy in next to closing. The picture, 
Behind the Mask (Columbia, first run), 
does not look like much of a draw, and 
the effect of the Palace going ‘ton- 
tinuous with 10 acts at about the same 
price scale as this house is yet to be 
seen. In all probability the Hipp will 
be hurt by the Palace’s new policy. 

Dorothea and Her Yellow Jackets pro- 
vided a snappy starter. Blond Dorothea 
does acro dancing .with much vigor, 
while four boys step out for solos and 
formation hoofing and acrobating. Fast 
all the way thru. 

The Musketeers, male harmony quar- 
tet and a girl pianist, deuced and got 
by nicely enough. The men’s voices 
blend effectively and the routine is a 
pleasant mixture jof pops and semi- 
classics, closing with a comedy number. 

Rita Royce, four-people flash, is a 
knockout. Miss Royce is a swell dancer, 
especially good in the Pavlowa and toe- 
tap numbers, and is assisted by Miss 
Tiny Tina and the Reiss Brothers. Miss 
Tina has a vivid personality and the 
Reiss boys are more than good. Staging 
is excellent. 

Coscia and Verdi, two men, drew a 
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steady run of laughs, Coscia doing 
straight and violin and Verdi doing all 
the comedy and doubling between the 
violin and cello. The closing straight 
number by Verdi was good, but let down 
the speed of the act. 

Handers and Millis impersonate two 
goofy judges in a courtroom satire that 
has a policeman suddenly breaking into 
acro hoofing and two pretty defendants 
going into dance specialties. Comedy is 
madcap and rather odd, which may ac- 
count for its lukewarm reception here. 

Bob Carney spilled a few gags in his 
easy style and engaged in amusing cross- 
fire with blond-and-slinky Marion King- 
ston. Toward the end he brings on 
Harry Pollard, who stooges and sings 
capably. Act has its weak moments, but 
in general gets over very nicely. 

Senator Murphy came on in his usual 
role of political candidate and harangued 
the audience with his amusing com- 
ments on timely affairs. The material is 
a mixture of old wheezes and some smart 
up-to-the-minute cracks, the Murphy de- 
livery doing a lot to sel] it. Went over 
big. 

Louis Berkoff is assisted by Celia 
Capelli, solo dancer, and a five-girl line 
in an all-dance flash that is smartly 
staged and costumed. Act has real pro- 
duction effort, moves fast and is given 
color by the vivid Russ costumes and 
the lurid sets. Clicked easily.

The present bill is the best that has 
been seen in Kansas City for the last 
four weeks, each particular act being 
well received by the large and enthusi- 
astic audience. The picture, John Barry- 
more in The Prosecuting Attorney. 

Bob Stickney, with an unbilled girl 
partner, opened with a banjo number in 
rube makeup. A few crossfire riddles, 
then a sax solo. Stickney wowed ‘em 
when he emerged from the set tree on 
high stilts. A tap dance by the damsel 
was exceedingly good and received ap- 
plause aplenty. The closing dance, with 
Stickney on stilts, went over nicely. 
Large hand-spankine at the bowoff. 

Maker and Redford, mixed team, offer 
a routine of songs and crossfire gags 
which garnered lots of laughs. Their 
rendition of Those Were the Good Old 
Days received lots of mitting. Both have 
pleasing personalities and display show- 
manship of the first order. Nice hand 
at the finish. 

Singer’s Midgets, in the closing spot, 
open in full stage with a loud brass band 
and introduce the chorus. A magic act, 
in one, went over nicely. Skirt dance, 
in full stage with special set, follows 
quickly; then a military sextet, which 
was good. The boxing match was not so 
hot. Boy and girl lead number in one, 
with six babies in line. Slid over well. 
The number following, by one of the 
female members, mopped. The penguin 
number, with 18 in line, nearly stopped 
the works. Three bulls do a nifty turn 
which scores heavily. The act closed 
with an ensemble to vociferous applause.

Somebody ought to have his knuckles 
smartly rapped for allowing this bill to 
go on. With the exception of a spot 
or two, which was almost lost in the 
crazy melange of hodgepodge, there 
really wasn't any excuse for calilng it a 
vaude show (or any other kind of a 
Show). The big act of the layout was 
Supposed to be a tab version of The 
Barker, which was advertised outside as 
the same show once shown in legit at a 
$4.40 top. The less said about this one 
the better. A swell boner was pulled 
in spotting Fritzi Scheff following some 
hoke comedians, and above all in this 
house, where she was above the audi- 
ence’s head. 

The Eight Lenora Girls opened with 
their badly trained would-be Albertina 
Rasch routines and a senarately billed 
hoofer who warbles something or other 
closes the act. The girls seemed to have 
had insufficient rehearsa)s. 

Lyons and Snyder proved the only 
sock in the show, and as a matter of 
fact had to be recalled before FPritzi 
Scheff, who followed them, could do 
her stuff. The turn pulls every gag 
from the joke book, but it was down to 
the crowd, who ate it up. 

Fritzi Scheff, accompanied by a pian- 
ist, was spotted wrong in this house; 
but some of the people liked her, and 
altho off to a bad start she almost suc- 
ceeded in putting herself across. She 
Should get by better in the class nabe 
houses. 

The tab version of The Barker proved 


a grand fizzle, and if it weren't for 
Vanessi it might have been hooted off 
the stage. As it was many got off their 
hands and started for the exits. It was 
the strangest and sloppiest staged show 
seen hereabouts in many, many a moon. 
About all it had was a lot of hoofing, 
and whatever lines and plot were in- 
cluded the cast muffed or forgot com- 
pletely. It all finally resolved into the 
cast singing I Love a Parade for no good 
reason, and marching across stage carry- 
ing signs favoring Beer. 

The layout’s running time was 90 
minutes, with The Trial of Vivienne 
Ware the feature picture.

The Coliseum held out against the 
RKO operating department’s plan to dis- 
continue vaude for the summer after 
this week. A good thing that vaude 
stays here, because if it went there's 
hardly a doubt that the house would 
have suffered. Washington Heighters up 
this way are vaude-minded. Tonight's 
good business was kest evidence of that. 
No especial draw m the film, Ladies of 
the Jury (Radio), whereas the stage had 
Peter Higgins and Billy House. And the 
six-act show was a humdinger all the 
way, with the audience going big for it. 
Entertaining as it was, however, the 
running time could have been chopped; 
an hour and 41 minutes is a long time. 
The Andressens (mixed team) were a 
good helloer with their snappy perch and 
balancing turn. These standard folks are 
adept perch artists and they’ve got a 
corking bag of tricks to elicit a good 
reception, such as they received here. 

Tim Ryan and Irene Noblette followed 
to good returns, giving the show a nice 
buildup with their comedy and singing. 
They've got a pleasant turn, made so by 
the pair's neat singing and Miss 
Noblette’s delightful comedy. 

Billy House was a huge laugh suc- 
cess, getting big applause coming and 
going. He’s still doing that riot of an 
act, Resolutions. This elephantine co- 
median certainly knows his audiences 
and,his comedy, and besides he gets 
swell support from Herman Weber, Rose 
Alexander, Clara Evans, Joy Lynn and 
Sol Lewis. 

Peter Higgins, on next, kept the show 
at its high entertainment pitch.

Artie Lewis and Peggy Ames next-to- 
closed in wow fashion with their ever 
hilarious act.

Doc Baker, quick-change artist, was 
right for ringing down the _ curtain.

DE LUXE SHOWS 


Paramount, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, May 13) 


Everybody's Welcome at the Para- 
mount this week. The show, which 
started originally as a straight play 
called Up Pops the Devil, wes trans- 
formed early this season into e@ full- 
length la-ce-da-fest, and now emerges 
as a musical tab for presentation in de 
luxe houses Its last incarnmatron is its 
best. It stands up far better with its 
present hour and nine minutes running 
time than it did when it occupied an 
entire evening. The unconscionable 
padding that stretched it out to regula- 
tion length is now gone, and as a result 
the piece goes more smoothly and fhore 
entertainingly. 

And, altho it’s not the perfect tab ‘or 
picture houses, it is at least infinitely 
better than last week’s Band Wagon. 
The Band Wagon saile@ as far over the 
heads of the Paramount customers as a 
toy balloon over a mob of mudworms: 
Everybody's Welcome, with its broad 
comedy, broader plot, tinkly tunes and 
complete lack of intelligence, is up the 
correct alley for the patrons who sit in 
the crowded pews of the Paramount and 
drink in Entertainment. 

The show, however, is still too inti- 


mate for the house. Altho it is in the 
right manner, much of it is lost before 
it crosses the great open spaces that 
separate the back benches from the 
stage. It would seem that only musi- 
cals of the Rio Rita, Desert Song type— 
which combine claptrap material with 
spectacular production—can be sure of 
getting over in the tremendous picture 
barns. 

With the show going quickly and 
lightly, all the performers looked good— 
better than they did in the full-grown 
version. The only major replacement is 
Lawrence Gray for Oscar Shaw. Gray 
worked nicely thruout. He tripped in 
his lines a bit, but that ought to be 
straightened out later. Frances Wil- 
liams was loved by the picture customers 
—and they even recognized her at sight. 
She was the only one to get a hand on 
her first appearance. The rest—Ann 
Pennington, Roy Roberts, Harriet Lake 
Andy and Louise Carr and the others— 
worked nicely and built up a thoroly 
satisfactory show. It’s infinitely better 
than the usual presentation. 

The 69-minute running time will be 
cut down to a flat 60 by tonight. At the 
second show it was capacity, with the 
feature, Sinners in the Sun, not helping 
too much on the draw.

Capitol, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Evening, May 13) 

They called out the cops at the Capi- 
tol today—and, believe it or not, that 
statement is meant literally, not figur- 
atively. With Jackie Cooper and Chick 
Sale in When a Feller Needs a Friend 
as the screen draw, and with a stage 
show comprising Cab Calloway, Burns 
and Allen, “The Street Singer,” Charles 
Judels, Edmund Lowe, Fifi D’Orsay and 
Victor McLaglen it’s easy to see why. 
This morning they had to have a cordon 
of cops to straighten out the mobs at 
the box office and stage door; when the 
supper show started there was a capacity 
house, and when the supper show was 
over the entire lobby was crowded with 
customers who had bought their paste- 
boards and who couldn’t fit into the 
mammoth auditorium. What it must 
have been by 8:30 isn’t any fun to think 
about. The Black Hole of Calcutta, only 
larger. 

The stage show proper lasted only 55 
minutes, which is snappy running time 
—and with its array of stars it packed 
a continuous punch. After Yasha Bun- 
chuk and his overgrown band had 
packed selections from Pagliacci under 
their belts and the newsreel had run its 
course, Charles Judels came out as mas- 
ter of ceremonies and introduced Cab 
Calloway and his Cotton Club Orchestra. 
Calloway indulged in a brace of torrid 
tunes, the last enlivened by a dance spe- 
cialty, and then gave way to Burns and 
Allen, who turned in a precise 10 min- 
utes of their familiar comedy. They 
showstopped. 

Arthur Tracy, “The Street Singer”, 
came on next, presented, as the p.-a. 
system ware careful to announce, by the 
Columbia Broadcasting System. He sang 
four numbers, ending up with Chloe, 
which is a tune that not even Rudy 
Vallee could ruin. Tracy did it excel- 
lently, with the customers hanging on 
the notes as tho he were Caruso come 
back to life. He scored a huge and de- 
served showstop. 

Judels then introduced the three head- 
liners, D’Orsay, McLaglen and Lowe, who 
kidded around for a while after their 
tremendous entrance hands, and then 
went into a Cockeyed World scene that 
had the mob pounding whenever one of 
the leathernecks said, “Sez you!” They 
go off to a song by D’Orsay, with amor- 
ous attacks on her by the two lads. The 
sendoff lifted the roof. 

Calloway closed the show with three 
more numbers, including Minnie the 
Moocher’s Wedding Day and I'll Be Glad 
When You're Dead, You Rascal You. 
It’s a sensational show, and it’s creating 
a sensation around town. Try to walk 
from 50th to 5lst street if you don't 
believe it. EUGENE BURR. 


Roxy, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, May 13) 
This show marks the Roxy's return to 
its former policy of symphony music and 
is the forerunner of a gradual return to 
the old S. L. Rothafel policies. The 
stage show, Around New York, follows 
the usual Roxy pattern, the debut of 
Hugo Reisenfeld and the new 80-piece 
orchestra being the real center of inter- 
est this week. Reisenfeld, whose ani- 
mated direction makes vivid contrast to 
Fred Waring’s restraint, led his musi- 
cians thru an overture of one classical 
and one popular number. 

Reisenfeld has a distinct and colorful 
personality and his orchestra rendered 


both numbers with a grand flourish. 
The classical number, Capriccio Italien, 
won a very heavy hand and once more 
indicated that this house should stick 
to the better music. With the concert 
season over the Roxy orchestra is at 
once the largest theater orchestra and 
the only symphony orchestra in the city. 
Properly handled it should be a real 
draw. And this house has plenty of 
seats that are not being filled regularly. 
At this show the lower floor was only 
half filled. 

With the overture running 20 min- 
utes, the stage show ran 34 minutes. It 
sticks closely to the New York motif, 
having Madison Square Garden, Wash- 
ington Square and police scenes, and 
therefore a supposed intimate appeal to 
New Yorkers. As usual it is thin on 
comedy, the Lucky Boys, Risley sextet, 
providing the only laugh relief. They 
are fine at Risley, but mild at comedy. 
As to singing, the Roxy chorus and the 
Roxy double quartet take care of that 
nicely enough. 

The rest of the entertainment is danc- 
ing. This includes the Roxy Ballet, 
which is as capable as ever; the Roxy- 
ettes, who provide a lovely sight even if 
their routines are not unusual; Larry 
and Larry, who do fast acro hoofing, and 
the Charles Weidman Dancers. The 
latter are excellent in their boxing num- 
ber, in which a bout is transformed into 
effective dance rhythms, and the closing 
number, in which two boys and a girl 
do interpretative dancing. 

Clark Robinson produced the show and 
should be proud of the opening number 
and the novel introduction of the 
Roxyettes in the police scene in pare 
ticular. 

No Greater Love (Columbia) is the 
picture. If the house does good business 
this week it will be due to Reisenfeld, as 
the film and stage show have no draw 
value.

Young America is the photoplay ate 
traction and, being a child’s picture, it 
conforms with the personal appearance 
of Mitzi Green. who is the featured at- 
traction here this week. The Fanchon & 
Marco Chains idea completes the stage 
show. 


Al Lyons, the personable musical di- 
rector here, leads his orchestra in the 
overture and then introduces one Jackie 
Held, a youngster of about seven years of 
age, who is billed as “Little Creatore.” 
The youngster leads the orchestra in &@ 
number and then plays the xylophone in 
splendid fashion. Here’s a youngster who 
is on the way up the ladder and will be 
heard from later. According to Lyons’ 
introduction, this is the boy’s initial 
appearance and he will leave for the 
West Coast in several weeks to fill some 
engagements there. 

Mitzi Green was introduced in some 
screen flashes. This adorable, talented 
youngster is even more attractive in per- 
son than she is on the screen. The 
charming little damsel struck a respon- 
sive chord with the audience immediately 
and made a solid hit with her impressions 
of George Arliss, Eddie Cantor, Maurice 
Chevalier and Mack, of the team of 
Moran and Mack. She is perfectly at 
home before the footlights, has a pleas- 
ing voice and put over her character 
song numbers in great style. She was 
the recipient of a tremendous hand and 
had to finally still them with a “thank 
you.” 

The Fanchon & Marco Chain idea. 
Prison walls and prisoners’ chains are 
symbolized in this idea thruout, the 
choriness doing their various ensemble 
dances with different style chains. The 
settings are gorgeous and very odd, as 1S 
the case in most of the Fanchon & 
Marco presentations. Following the first 
ensemble chorus number two males and 
two ladies do a high-class acrobatic and 
adagio dance number before a prison 
wall setting, with the chorines forming 
a fitting background. The Five Lelands 
then do their teeter-board tumbling and 
acrobatic act, featuring the  lady’s 
shoulder catch of one of the males after 
he does a double somersault from the 
teeter board. Another chorus number 1s 
inserted here with the first four dancers 
again appearing, this time in a ballroom 
dance. Karels and Kay, two males, then 
do their routine of comedy and hoofing. 
These two are good dancers and should 
stick to their footwork instead of en- 
deavoring to be funny, as their efforts 
at comedy fall flat. Some gorgeous gowns 
and costumes are shown in the final 
chorus number, during the course of 
which some of the girls are attired in 
gowns representing various jewels and 
stones, with the balance of the chorus 
doing another ensemble dance with 
chains.

Eddie Davis and Company 


Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style-—-Comedy, singing and dancing. 
Setting—In one and three. Time—Siz- 
teen minutes, 


Davis is an amusing sap comedian, 
but the routining of the act and the 
supporting cast is not so hot. The re- 
sult is a choppy and often dull comedy 
turn that needs more work and con- 
Siderable fixing up. In third spot here, 
it drew scattered laughs and closed weak, 
due to a rather flat dance finish. 

Most of the act is “in one,” Davis 
being on practically all the time and 
holding the spot with his comicalities. 
He is a likable comedian who has his 
bright moments and who is much better 
when working in bits than when working 
alone. In the blackouts and bits with 
him are a straight man, a straight wom- 
an, who doubles at singing and dancing, 
and a girl acrobatic specialist who dou- 
bles into bits. The latter offers strong 
solo specialties, while the taller girl is 
okeh at comedy but falls down when she 
tries to sing. The straight man is satis- 
factory in the few bits he works in. 

The “television” blackouts toward the 
close were only fair, while the all-dance 
finish was not strong enough to arouse 
a good hand.

With Katherine Hayman 


Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style -— Singing, dancing and _ instru- 


mental. Setting—In one, three and full 
stage (specials). Time—Fifteen minutes. 
A rather pleasant flash that should 


get by in the neighborhooders, but that 
is not outstanding in any way, except 
perhaps that it uses a couple of girl 
harpists It consists of Barbara and 
Barbe, dance team; Katherine Hayman, 
song-and-dancer, and the girl harp team, 
Settings and costumes are not elaborate 


and are in keeping with the modesty of 
the act as a whole.

Edgar Hunt, pianist, 
breaks up the turn with a solo song, 
coming down front to deliver it. Hunt 
has the goods too, but somehow or other 
he seems out of place in a dance flash. 

The flash finish with which the act 
closes is excellent as to color and speed. 
When caught here the routine was sen- 
sational in the way of torso tossing, but 
there was a world of neglect on the part 
of smoothness and neatness. 

The team went off to a fair-to-mid- 
dling hand, but deserved much better.

Along 
with the music there are sizzling song- 
dance specialties from Amanda Ran- 
dolph, Nicodemus and the Five Percolat- 
ers. For vaude, tho, their 32-minute 
running time is stretching it too much 
and cutting is needed. Neighb houses 
should go for this act in a big way. 

The 12 boys in the band are certainly 
disciples of the blues. The way they 
blow those trumpets and saxes, beat that 
drum, tickle the ivories and slap that 
bass viol makes you sway in your seat 


and tap a toe accompaniment. Lee is a

Comedy attempts on the part of Bur- 
big and Cantor are not so successful.

In the meantime Central Theater receives notice of fire 
violations only—taken as good sign—more than 1,100 
pages of testimony are sifted by Commissioner 


NEW YORK, May 14.—After two and one half weeks of testimony from both 
sides, Licerse Commissioner James F. Geraghty closed the hearings on the ques- 
tion of license renewals for the Eltinge and Republic theaters on West 42d street, 
and the Central on Proadway. There being more than 1,100 pages of testimony, 


counsel for both sides said they would not submit briefs until 


ifter the matter 


was transcribed. Commissioner Geraghty stated that he would not be ready with 
his decision for at least a month. During this time the houses will operate with- 


out licenses. The Central, on Broadway, 
has been notified in the meantime by the 
commissioner’s office that the license for 
the house had not been approved on ac- 
count of violations found by the fire de- 
partment. This form letter, addressed to 
Manager Carew, is taken in the light of 
definite assurance that the license is only 
a matter of a week off, since the viola- 
tions explained in the letter received 
yesterday call for the fireproofing of 
backstage sets and scenery. This is being 
done within the next few days. 

Hearings wound up with the burly 
men stronger than at the opening of the 
barrage against them, and included the 
repudiation by Jane Cowl of the telegram 
purported to have been sent by her in 
which she voiced objections to burlesque. 
Highlights of the last days of the hear- 
ings included the sudden calling by the 
burlesque attorneys of Edward Forrest, 
secretary of the 42d Street Property Own. 
ers and Merchants’ Association. Termed 
the foe of burlesque, he was put on the 
stand and questioned. Joe Weinstock 
was also recalled, and Edward Rowland, 
manager of the Republic, presented a 
petition of storekeepers in the block upon 
which the house is located, urging the 
renewal of the licenses. This was placec 
in evidence. 

It is expected that three weeks will be 
needed for stenographers to transcribe 
the notes, and at least another week will 
elapse before Commissioner Geraghty can 
sift the 1,100 pages of testimony. Also in 
favor of the burlesque men was a last- 
minute letter from the National Council 
of Freedom From Censorship, which urged 
Commissioner Geraghty to drop his hear- 
ings on the license renewals, and to let 
the courts decide on the propriety of the 
performances. Burlesque men continue 
to be confident that renewals will be in 
order.

Marion Wakefield, youthful specialty 
woman, shone to good advantage and 
proved herself worthy of the best burly 
families. Her strips were spirited, yet 
graceful. She has a fine voice and gives 
promise of being a real comer. Vi Helm, 
prima donna, has a sweet, powerful voice 
and helped to sell all of the numbers 
she appeared in. Her strip number, how- 
ever, was but fair, probably due to it 
being her first day here. Billie Holmes, 
late of the Irving Place, proved a good 
standby, as also was the case with Vi 
Buckley, graceful redhead. Elvia Hern- 
don, also of the flaming hair, remains @ 
favorite here, and at this particular 
show it was her turn to take a little time 
out.

There are only 
about 10 more shows due to come into 
town before that, and they are mostly 
revues of the sort hooked up for what- 
ever few dollars there may be left in town 
during the hot weather. Judging by the 
predictions of the Rialto pessimists and 
cold, hard figures, it seems hardly likely 
that this summer's list will number more 
than six houses filled (or near filled). 

Last season at this time, out of the 33 
shows, at least 10 straight legits could 
be called “‘in the money” as compared to 
vv currently playing. Only in the mu- 
sicals does the situation shape up better, 
with this season’s Of Thee I Sing stand- 
ing head and shoulders above any of last 
season’s musicals, the best of which was 
Three’s a Crowd, then rapidly petering 
out. This week the Show Boat revival 
seems to be in the money class, judging 
from the ticket broker reactions and the 
array of star names.

Musical Producers Work Two- 


Way 


NEW YORK, May 14.— High-cilass 
chiseling seems to be the order of the 
day in the forthcoming summer musical 
shows. The racket is simple, but a little 
undiginified, and covers about everyone 
in the show but the chorines—and even 
at that someone must be “in” on that 
angle. Meanwhile the producers are cry- 
ing to the effect that talent is unobtain- 
able and on the other hand grasping the 
pennies. 

The producer auditions the aspiring 
talent to a certain extent, and if he 
thinks he can spot it in the show he 
tells the actor that he may be able to 
vse him but is not sure. He next tells 
him that a certain agent is handling all 
his business for him arid suggests that 
he go and see him anyway, as that cer- 
tain agent may be able to place him in 
some other show. This strikes the actor 
as a good idea, especially as he has the 
producer’s recommendation. Several dayx 
later the agent tells him that he can 
place the actor in the same producer’s

show, and as a result the actor has to 
pay the agent a commission on a job he 
practically got himself. 

In the case of a revue which went into 
rehearsal last week the angle is slightly 
different. but basically the same. In 
this case the agent is the brother-in-law 
of the backer, who is himself a well- 
known showman. All the casting done 
on this opus must be done: thru the 
brother-in-law’s office, who in turn may 
or may not kick back to both the pro- 
ducer and the backer. This revue prob- 
ably calls for a $10,000 weekly salary list 
even in these times, and the 10 per cent 
Slice is nothing to be sneered at.

NEW YORK, May 14.—The Shuberts 
are going in for bigger and better mu- 
sicals of a kind which can readily compete 
with current successes such as Of Thee I 
Sing, Face the Music and Hot-Cha. The 
Shuberts heretofore have been satisfied 
with the old type of leg and lyric opus, 
but it is understood that the banking 
interests have called a stop, believing 
that the only way to pull out a few 
dollars from the debacle is to try to 
give the public a better class show. 

As a result preparations are now being 
made to produce a new revue written 
by J. P. McEvoy, which probably will 
be called Americana. For the first time 
in years an outside scenic designer will 
be called in, and negotiations are now 
being carried on with Albert Johnson, 
who has been responsible for some re- 
cent elaborate shows. It is quite pos- 
sible that one of the first-class scenic 
painters will do the decorating. 

Another unusual angle is that Joseph 
Gaites, general manager of the dramatic 
department, is handling the production 
instead of J. J. Shubert, who has in the 
past been responsible for Shubert mu- 
sicals. Altho the book of the show is 
ready, no one as yet has been assigned 
to write the music. 


Fund Re-Elects Frohman 


NEW YORK, May 14.—Daniel Prohman 
was re-elected president of the Actors’ 
Fund of America for the 28th consecu- 
tive year at the 50th meeting of the 
organization.

FTER a welter of misplays from all 

sides, Merry-Go-Round finally 

opened at the Avon just a week 
late. Merry-Go-Round is, of course, the 
play by a pair of gentlemen named Sklar 
and Maltz which erupted before a 
startled world a few weeks ago at the 
Provincetown. It was a savage and 
stirring attack on political skullduggery, 
a vicious and rousing indictment of 
expediency and corrupt dealings in the 
higher places of civic government; it was 
a propaganda play, but unlike practically 
all other propaganda plays in this day 
and age, it was really a play. It packed 
a terrific human punch and it excited 
while it was at work on its frenzied in- 
struction. 


Merry-Go-Round was generally raved, 
and after a little over a week at the 
Provincetown decided to come to Broad- 
way. It was first booked for Monday 
(2) into the Cort, from which Yascha 
Yushny's Blue Bird Revue was scheduled 
to depart the Saturday before. But at 
the last minute Mrs. Leblang, owner of 
the Cort, announced that the Muscovite 
songfest would be held over for an addi- 
tional week, and Merry-Go-Round an- 
nounced that it would open at the Avon 
on Tuesday.

Mrs. Leblang’s friendship with certain 
city officials. 

And then on Tuesday the License 
Bureau announced that the Avon li- 
cense had expired and that the house 
would not be allowed to reopen until 
the license had been renewed. And that 
renewal, it was gently indicated, would 
not come until the theater had under- 
gone a thoro investigation and various 
changes had been made. The frenzied 
conclusions of Broadway in general and 
the show’s managers in particular were 
obvious. 


HERE can, of course, be no way of 
telling just why the license depart- 
ment set about stopping the show. 
Any theater can be held up at almost 
any time for fire violations, most of 
which are minor matters that are tacitly 
overlooked by all concerned. Foreign 
Affairs was playing in the Avon until 
the Saturday before Merry-Go-Rownd’s 
announced opening, and there was no 
question of closing the house. The mat- 
ter of license renewal has always been 
a comparatively simple thing, with the 
renewals coming as a matter of course. 
The major change that was demanded 
by the License Bureau before the thea- 
ter was allowed to reopen was the tear- 
ing out of about 50 seats to enlarge the 
orchestra pit. How an enlarged orches- 
tra pit will reduce the fire hazards is a 
bit beyond the muddled mind of this 
department. 


F THE closing of the house was really 
a move on Tammany’s part to re- 
taliate against a precociously revealing 

play, then the man who instigated the 
move should be forever barred from the 
wigwams and the council fires. For it 
gathered far more unwelcome publicity 
than any other single move in years, and 
it was a tacit admission on Tammany’s 
part that the charges in the play hit 
home. 


If the move were a bonafide one on 
the part of the License Bureau—and 
there are really no actual facts that 
point otherwise-—then the actions of 
those of the Tammany chieftains who 
were interviewed on the question were 
insanely ridiculous. Mayor Walker’s 
prime comment, for instance, was that 
Merry-Go-Round was a bad play. Aside 
from the fact that a mayor far more in- 
terested in musical comedy personnel 
than in dramatic structure is hardly a 
fit dramatic critic anyhow, it was an 
entirely irrelevant answer and one that 
put the irrepressible James J. in an 
equivocal position. But the mayor went 
even a step further. He said that he’d 
keen assured that if there’d been a play 
immediately preceding Merry-Go-Round 
in the house there’d be no need for a 
fire department investigation, but, said 
he, he’d been reliably informed that 
the house had been dark for six months. 
The usually witty Jimmy there made an 
astoundingly silly remark. For, as al- 
ready mentioned, Foreign Affairs had 
closed at the Avon the previous Satur- 
day. 


HE producers of the show, Walter 
Hart and Michael Blankfort, were 
themselves guilty of some not-too- 
intelligent maneuvers. If they’d let the 
initial publicity speak for itself and 
opened the show immediately at any 
house they could grab—or in a tent for 
that matter—they could have cashed in 
hugely. Instead, they let the thing slide 
and sought to build up the sensational 
angle by loud and frequent charges 
against Tammany. By so doing they 
lost the initial impetus of the ballyhoo 
and substituted for it a forced issue of 
a more equivocal kind. People who 
themselves resented Tammany’s supposed 
move also resented the fireworks used 
by Hart and Blankfort in their accusa- 
tions. Tammany’s move would have 
seemed far more sensational if the pro- 
ducers had opened their show and closed 
their mouths, instead of vice versa. 
But anyhow, Merry-Go-Round opened 
at the Avon Tuesday.

NEW YORK, May 14.—Despite repeated 
demands of Maurice Clark, ousted mem- 
ber, to the officers of the IATSE for a 
hearing of his request for reinstatement 
into the union, the officers of the IATSE 
declare emphatically that the matter is 
closed as far as they are concerned.

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New Standard Form Ready 
For Publishers and Writers 


Powerful non-cut-in clause is inserted with guilty party 


to lose all rights—writer 
copyrights and moneys 


to control one-third of all 


NEW YORK, May 16.—There is every evidence the Songwriters’ Protective 
Association will have signed a new standard form of agreement between itself 


and the music publishers within two weeks. 


Rough draft of the new agreement 


and the standard form has been prepared by E. C. Mills and Gene Buck, general 
manager and president, respectively, of the American Society of Composers, Authors 


and Publishers. 


New agreement has been favorably passed on by the ASCAP 


board of directors and tentatively passed upon by the SPA. Music publishers, 


however, upon advice of their attorneys, 
will merely give the new agreement a 
legal language. In contrast to the former 
documents from both sides, the new 
standard form is comparatively small. 


Two outstanding features are in the 
new contract. One is that the writers 
will positively receive a minimum of 
331-3 of all royalties and moneys ob- 
tained from their product, whether it is 
radio, records, electrical transcription, 
sound synchronization on films (such as 
ERPI money), all forms of other me- 
chanicals and even upon such inventions 
as may develop later on. 


Second important feature, which is 
considered all powerful, is the absolute 
count of 10 for the cut-in racket. This 
clause states that should a songwriter 
be found to have cut in an outside 
party, all of his rights to the work shall 
revert to the publisher entirely and the 
writer shall lose any and such interests 
as he may have in the composition in 
question. The same goes for the pub- 
lisher. Should the publisher be caught 
cutting anyone in on a tune, the writer 
shall then own the song entirely and 
all rights revert to him. 

The ASCAL ‘has officially written the 
SPA regarding the contract and this 
writer organization is informed that the 
society is impartia) and will endeavor to 
refine the standard form of agreement 
as soon as possible; that there will be 
no undue delays, no evasions and no 
so-called pussyfooting. 

In the matter of cut-ins, both sides to 
an agreement on the proposed standard 
form will specifically agree in writing on 
the reversion of rights to the other varty 
in the event of either side discovere: in a 
cut-in situation and bonds will be 
posted to cover eacn side also. Upon 
so-called convictfon of being a party to 
a cut-in, the guilty member loses rights 
toa being a member to further standard 
form of agreement denefits. In addition 
te* receiving one-third of all moneys 
from a song, the writers will actually 
control their one-third right in the copy- 
right.

NBC Controlling But Six Bands; 


May Reorganize Artists’ Bureau 


NEW YORK, May 16.—The crying need 
of reorganization of the artists’ bureau 
of National Broadcasting Company may 
be on its way today when Everett Chap- 
pele, formerly with the Adams Broad- 
casting Company, joins the department. 
Up to now it is unknown just what his 
duties will be or just how much power 
he will have in such a reorganization 
move, if any. 

NBC artists’ service, which a year or 
more ago boasted of nearly 60 bands, 
now has six of them under contract. In 
contrast to the 27 under contract to 
Columbia Broadcasting System, this 
small handful is considered inadequate 
from a prestige point of view, and from 
a loss of commissions angle is still more 
important. 

Chief cause of the NBC weakness in 
bands under contract may be attributed 
to one of two things, or possibly both. 
Either Eddie Scheuing, generally in 
charge of such organizations and han-

Those working for “peanuts” are not be- 
lieved to be helping themselves any, due 
to the fact that having once worked for 
comparatively nothing it won’t be easy

Music publishers here and there have 
actually turned to do a bit of bragging 
anent the sales of their songs. But they 
are few and far between, and few people 
go for it. Perhaps Feist is doing o. k. 
with Paradise, and Ben Bornstein is sit- 
ting on top of the world with his Auf 
Wiedersehn, My Dear, but what does it 
mean if a song is supposed to be selling 
nowadays? Feists claim they will soon 
hit 400,000 with Paradise, but those fig- 
ures are strictly their own. How many 
of these copies are still on the music 
counters is another matter. Graphs and 
charts can list the best sellers, but “best 
seller” at present is little more than a 
forlorn hope, or a prop to keep going 
for awhile longer. 

Probably the best-known music house, 
internationally respected, and one of 
those that always came thru with a 
handsome profit, actually shipped less 
than 2,500 copies of music one day last 
week. It costs the concern $3,000 a day 
to turn the key in the lock. Figure out 
the top profits and the overhead, and 
an idea may be gained as to how good 
the music business is on an average. 


The decision rendered in favor of Fanny 
Brice against an ad agency is interesting 
in the particular opinion of the justice 
who decided that a “custom cannot be 
implied.” What he meant was that in 
theatrical contracts there is a two-week 
notice clause, and it is an established 
custom. In the majority of contracts 
between radio artist and sponsor, via 
agency or artist bureau, there is a clause 
to the effect that should the sponsor 
change his policy, or decide to discon- 
tinue his radio period, the contract is 
void. 

Miss Brice had such a contract with 
the William Morris agency, which booked 
her. But after her cancellation, Miss 
Brice discovered the contract between 
the Morris offices and Erwin, Wasey & 
Company contained no such clause. 
Counsel for the ad agency said that such 
should be implied, but the higher courts 
did not agree. The custom is not estab- 
lished enough as yet to be implied, and 
if it is not actually written into the 
contract and agreed to by the artist in 
question it does not hold up in court. 
The lower courts originally decided in 
favor of the ad agency. Thus, while the 
Morris office protected itself, it failed to 
protect the agency or the sponsor. 


Daily papers, of course, were again 
beat to the punch by radio on the news 
breaking on the Lindbergh baby. While 
no special squawk was made this time by 
the newspapers, who felt the people were 
entitled to get the news as soon as possi- 
ble, there are several odd angles con- 
nected with the first few reports. 

WOR scored a beat, in one sense of 
the word, to the effect that the baby 
was found. This happened at 6:12 p.m., 
right after a personal call was received 
by Alfred J. McCosker, managing direc- 
tor of the station, from Governor Moore 
of New Jersey. Uncle Don was behind~ 
the mike and he told the children to 
hurry and call their parents. He had 
something of great importance for them 
to hear. Uncle Don said the baby had 
been found, but failed to mention dead 
vr alive. The latter was taken for grant- 
ed by the audience. Three minutes later 
The New York Times was flashing the 
news on its Times Square glectric bul- 
létin sign. A little later WOR corrected 
itself. 

CBS flashed its first news in the mid- 
dle of a vocal program by their cut-in 
method unknown to the singer. This 
was at 6:30 and the singer unintention- 
ally went into a baby song, as per sched- 
ule. Celebrities on the air hastened to 
mention it a little later as well as regular 
news broadcasters in the usthal period. 
NBC, as it happens, had been paying an 
organist and singers for a funeral service 
thould the Lingbergh news prove the 
worst had happened, but let them out a 
few days before the story broke. How- 
ever, an accommodating religious service 
was on and the news went out while it 
was on. At 9 p.m. John Royal phoned 
down to lay off all further mention of 
the Lindbergh case over WJZ or WEAF. 
Other stations did about the same thing, 
once the dailies were pretty well circu- 
lated and no authentic stories were be- 
ing released.

Society. Up to the present time the 
meetings have resulted in but one im- 
portant item, a moratorium if needed 
until September 1. In the meantime 
the usual fees will be paid the Society 
on a month-to-month contract basis. 

From Washington a notice was sent 
out to all broadcasting station operatos 
by the National Association of Broad- 
casters, asking their express views on the 
matter of the rise in license fees to 5 
per cent of the money paid to stations 
by sponsors. 

The most important feature of the 
negotiations to date is the stalling off 
of the Society to the point where Mills 
has agreed not to contact the broad- 
casters individually until the time limit 
set by the agreement has expired. A 
move of this sort on the part of Mills 
is seen as a distinct move toward a 
possible rift in the NAB.

Originally the sponsors decided to use 
a good band and a singer of established 
reputation, and decided upon Jack Den- 
ny and Belle Baker. Miss Baker, of 
course, was a name attraction years be- 
fore radio came into its own, and when 
signed it was taken for granted that her 
style of singing was what they wanted. 
Programs got under way, and, according 
to report, sponsor later decided she 
should alter her style for which she is 
noted thruout the country. Apparently 
Miss Baker decided not to suddenly 
branch out as a hot cha cha, altho her 
phrasing is in keeping with the most 
modern of the songbirds. Recently spon- 
sors added a male trio. 

As the program ran when reviewed, 
Denny still sells his stuff nicely, and 
has a well-balanced organization.

Thursday night’s event was not so 
much the opening of David Vardi’s play, 
Lenin’s Dowry, as it was the opening to 
the professional theater of the Chanin 
Auditorium, on the 50th floor of the 
Chanin Building on East 42d street. 
Perched high above the tinsel glitter 
of Broadway, the little theater, with its 
black and silver decorations, presented a 
welcome and restful haven for the bat- 
tered devotees of drama—that is, until 
Mr. Vardi’s play began. It is a lovely 
auditorium, and, with the Chrysler Build- 
ing blinking its office eyes in neighborly 
fashion across the street, with the pano- 
rama of the city rising huge and fore- 
boding like a star-specked dragon far 
below, it is intrinsically the most excit- 
ing of the city’s playhouses. It is, as a 
matter of record, far more exciting than 
Lenin’s Dowry. 

The latter is a thin and sorry tale of 
the tribulations of a Moscow theater 
studio under the Soviet regime, with the 
author and his wife taking the parts of 
the studio’s players. In the show within 
a show Mr. Vardi pretends to be a Soviet 
soldier pretending to be Napoleon, and 
Miss Yoalit pretends to be an actress 
pretending to be Josephine. It gives Mr. 
Vardi a chance to indulge what one must 
decide is a Napoleonic complex, and it 
allows Miss Yoalit to be coy until it 
hurts. 

For the records it may be stated that 
“Lenin’s dowry” is the name given by 
Russians to the official grant of 20 yards 
of linen to any couple presenting them- 
selves for marriage. 

The play is being presented for a lim- 
ited engagement. It is to be hoped that 
some courageous producer with his head 
in the clouds will book something else 
into the playhouse later. Tho, with 
commercial angles entering as they must 
into theatrical affairs, that’s doubtful.

be considered semiprofessional. The au- 
thor was the wisest of the lot. He (or 
she) preferred to remain anonymous. 

The Lady Remembers is being pro- 
duced by an outfit calling itself Graissel 
Productions, which is merely the reincar- 
nation of the group that put on that 
unbelievably bad revue which slopped 
over the Provincetown boards a month 
or so ago. Grahame and Alexander 
Maissel were at the head of it then, and 
from the etymological formation of 
Graissel Productions it would seem that 
they still are. They must have a mission 
against dramatic critics. 

The Lady Remembers is that most aw- 
ful of stage atrocities, an incompetent 
American play written around the au- 
thor’s idea of English society. It details 
events in the house of Sir Jeremy Frayne 
when that house is invaded by the Bar- 
oness Von Oom, who was once a bar- 
maid and who threatens to write mem- 
oirs which will more than mildly involve 
various titled personages. On the stage 
of the Provincetown, Sir Jeremy’s coun- 
try home (in the south of England) 
looked more like something from Sir 
Paddy Cain's city warehouse, hauled for 
not much reason south of Washington 
Square. 

The players were determinedly English 
in spite of an array of accents that 
ranged from Brooklyn to the Bronx. Out- 
standing was Gordon Fallows as Sir 
Jeremy himself. He was outstanding 
purely because of his ability to cram a 
monocle and a cigar into his face at the 
same time. 

Perhaps the lady remembers, but the 
kindest thing that this battered reporter 
can do is to forgive and forget.

Bulls, Bears and Asses, which purports 
to be, and is, about certain phases of 
the stock market and what bearing its 
workings may have upon the lives of 
various individuals, is nothing to think 
twice about. The evening’s proceedings 
were difficult to distinguish among the 
confused shoutings of the misdirected 
cast, which in the main tried valiantly 
on a continuously crowded stage. The 
entire action takes place in a brokerage 
office and concerns those who are trying 
to meke an easy fortune via methods 
heartily condemned by a current Sena- 
torial Commission. 

Every once in a while a joke is dis- 
tinguishable from the conglomeration of 
dull lines and occasionally a char- 
acterization peeps thru from the mass of 
actors, but beyond that and a thin love 
story—studded with the usual pitfalls 
which love stories are continually sub- 
jected to in plays of this sort—there is 
hardly anything one may praise aside 
from the splendidly: realistic settings by 
Cleon Throckmorton. 

Melville Burke, director, showed signs 
of having contributed something to the 
melange, but whether he could have 


contributed anything more is  prob- 
lematical (and judging by the lines 
hardly worth while). Louis Sorin, Hobart 
Cavanaugh, William Roselle and Sally 
Bates worked hard thruout the evening, 
but also to no avail. 

Milton Herbert Gropper, uthor and 
producer, probably started out with an 
idea, but his completed effort certainly 
resolved itself into a garbled and con- 
fused piece of playwriting—which is 
regrettable considering the fact that Mr. 
Gropper has contributed some exciting 
if not academic plays to the theater.

ground. The old idea of making every 
house on a circuit pay for itself is now 
recognized as fallacious; even inimical 
to the progress of a theater-operating 
organization. Particularly one that must 
bow to the demands of “flesh.” The 
public still wants vaudeville; wants it 
more than picture-minded showmen are 

willing to admit. 

Regardless of what plans RKO has for 
the glorified circuit that will be derived 
from the impetus given stage shows by 
the International Music Hall, it cannot 
make any real progress along “flesh” 
lines until it bows obeisance to nature’s 
laws. You might high-pressure a man 
into buying a lot on swamp land, but 
real performers can’t be high-pressured 
into existence. Whether it’s art, skill or 
competence that goes to make up an 
actor whose work will appeal to vaude- 
ville apdiences, apprenticeship is abso- 
lutely necessary. 

Radio “names” might be made over- 
night, but all radio satellites are not 
sensations on the stage. Regardless of 
what advances have been made in the 
field of mechanized and electrical enter- 
tainment, the fact remains that per- 
sonal, in-the-flesh entertainment is still 
in a field by itself. And television and 
any other piece of electrical wizardry 
that may eventuate will not make the 
demand diminish one whit for stage 
entertainment. 

Glorious pictures were painted for us 
of a new era in vaudeville as a result of 
the formation of RKO three years ago. 
We need not build up an argument in 
support of our contention that the party 
failed to come off. Radio, talkies and 
allied forms of entertainment can pos- 
sibly help vaudeville if properly har- 
nessed, but RKO has not made 
even a moderate use of this oppor- 
tunity. <A circuit that loses $2,000,000 
the first quarter surely cannot be said 
to be on the right track. And if you 
blame the depression we'll point to Loew 
and MGM and let our side of the case 
rest there. 

RKO fumbled around for a couple of 
seasons under the inexpert leadership of 
a regime that recently did a fadeout. 
The Aylesworth - Franklin -Beck crowd 
should have immediately applied the les- 
sons learned by theit defeated predeces- 
sors. Apparently they haven’t. With 
many thousands of dollars thrown away 
on ridiculous fads and fancies before 
their entrance into the arena this trio 
should have wasted no time going into 
action. Beck is in Europe digging ub 
souvenirs of the past. The rest of the 
tribe are busy on the Coast and there- 
abouts getting their heads filled up with 
picture-minded ideas. Again vaudeville 
is being left out in the cold. 

Before it is too late RKO should wake 
up and look around. It once had the 
greatest opportunity in show-business 
history to cash in on its dwindling pre- 
eminence as a vaudeville organization. 
It should apply itself now to the job 
of doing for vaudeville what vaudeville 
deserves. Like the Good Samaritan, 
vaudeville has always been kindly dis- 
posed toward its friends. And even 
meek and humble toward its enemies. 
If handled right vaudeville pays big 
dividends. RKO has been mishandling 
vaudeville as deliberately as a mis- 
chievous child ripping the stuffings out 
of the family sofa. 

Godfrey is the right man in the richt 
job. But he needs the backing of the 
organization that employs him. He 
needs now BREAK-IN HOUSES AND 
PLENTY OF THEM. Even if the pig- 
headed theater operators maintain that 
every house must be self-subsisting 
Godfrey needs break-in houses anyway. 
And Godfrey’s need is more important 
to the future of the circuit than a few 
houses showing black so that a grand- 
stand play might be made for the Wall 
Streeters. 

We shall see what happens. We know 
what will happen if RKO continues to 
ignore the demands made upon it by 
common sense And we fear the con- 
sequences for RKO and the popular 
branches of the show business.

NCE upon a time a certain matinee 

idol of Broadway entered the Lambs’ 

Club in a condition which excited 
solicitous inquiry and profoundly sym- 
pathetic comment. He was in sartorial 
disarray. His coat was ripped up the 
back, his shirt collar torn away, his 
shiny topper was dented and spattered 
with mud. There were other unmistak- 
able evidences of his having fallen into 
the hands of someone who had not 
wished him well—forceful hands which 
had placed beneath his eyes semi-circles 
of the hue of the raven’s wing and con- 
structed upon his physiognomy and his 
dome of thought such divers and sundry 
varicolored cupolas and royal cornices 
and Corinthian capitols and entablatures 
that his own mother might have been 
excused for passing him by in the high 
light of noon unrecognized. But there 
was hauteur in his mien as he waved 
away with a gesture of impatience the 
brother Thespitans who would fain con- 
dole with him. As he strode with reso- 
lute step toward the elevator, he turned 
for a moment and deigned to explain: 
“I'm perfectly all right, gentlemen. But 
you ought to see Mike.” 


In the manner of the maltreated mati- 
nee idol! stock operators viewing the scant- 
ily occupied field this spring and cogitat- 
ing upon the ruins of the stock theater in 
the last two years may find a bit of con- 
solation in reflecting upon what has 
happened to road shows in the same 
time. Not that it will help the situation 
any. Nevertheless, there are rays of 
hope peeping thru an occasional rift in 
the clouds. Most of the stocks now 
operating are breasting the storm nobly. 
Authentic reports disclose that for every 
closing in the months of April and May 
there have been at least two openings. 
And the list of resident companies now 
carrying on is considerably longer than 
the exhibit of a month ago. 


It is generally conceded that the situa. 
tion this spring is bewildering to the 
most astute of the old and seasoned man- 
agers, Like the operators of the other 
kind of stocks in Wall Street, they are 
all grimly watching for the turn in the 


tide which must eventually come. It 
seems incredible that so Inuch devasta- 
tion could have occurred since the 


memorable meeting in the Ansonia Hotel, 
New York in April, 1928, when the 
Theatrical Stock Managers’ Association 
was formed. 


That organization of stock producers 
started out with every prospect of plac- 
ing the stock theater on a more profit- 
able basis financially and on a higher 
plane artistically than ever before known. 
Headed by Lester Al Smith, who at that 
time was operating in association w.th 
George Robers»n more than a dozen resi- 
dent companies, its membership incluc- 
ed practically every stock manager in 
America employing Equity actors. That 
the plans mapped out were never 
carried into effect does not mean that 
the organization was a failure. The 
stock theater was engulfed in the same 
economic maelstrom that swallowed every 
legitimate business in the country. 


All of which is by way of prelude to 
a suggestion that stock managers shall 
keep in mind the fact that the old or- 
ganization has never officially taken the 
count. Tho slightly disfigured, it is still 
in the ring. With the first substantial 
steps taken by general business toward 
a return to normal conditions, this asso- 
ciation, if given the necessary financial 
support and the same co-operative effort! 
that was shown when the organized man- 
agers started on what appeared to be a 
conquering march, will be of inestimable 
benefit to the whole stock field. Don’t 
let it pass away unhonored and unsung.

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Union’s Edict 
Is Criticized 


Increases unemployment, 
thus doing more harm than 
good, managers complain 


CINCINNATI, May 16.—-That tabloid 
attractions employing stage bands are 
taking it on the chin plenty, as the re- 
sult of the edict recently sent out from 
the headquarters of the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians, to the effect that 
no orchestra or individual member of the 
A. F. of M. shall be permitted to play 
with a presentation show at any theater 
unless a local house orchestra also is 
employed, is evident by the number of 
complaints received from tab managers 
by The Billboard in the last 10 days. 


All of the complaints run along the 
same lines. They all criticize the 
A. F. of M., claiming the ruling is unfair 
to all tabs employing union stage 
combos, as well as to the houses playing 
these attractions. The union is further 
scored for taking such a stand when 
work is at a premium and when shows 
and theaters are merely struggling along 
for an existence. 

M. E. Berry, manager of the SunKist 
Vanities, recently was forced to transfer 
his show from the Tivoli, Chattanooga, 
to the Paramount in the same city, as 
the result of the union order. “I would 
like to add my protest to the numerous 
others regarding t*’e unreasonable de- 
mand of the Musicians’ Union,” Mr. 
Berry writes. “It is an injustice to the 
theater, as well as a hardship on the 
stage show.” SunKist Vanities will close 
its third season June 4 and after a 
month’s vacation will reopen in New 
England. 


Att (Skinny) Candler, who recently 
opened his canvas season in Johnson 
City, Tenn., is another to register a 
complaint. “The new ruling of the 
A. F. of M. already is causing houses to 
cancel ‘flesh’ attractions and return to 
a straight picture policy, thus not only 
defeating the purpose of the ruling, but 
also throwing stagehands and performers 
out of work.” Mr. Candler pens. Candler 
tells of the Bijou, Chattanooga, going 
back- to straight pictures, due to the 
added overhead which the union’s ruling 
brings and which the house cannot 
stand under existing conditions. “Either 
the producers will have to drop their 
stage bands, thus throwing hundreds 
of musicians out of work, or else the 
theaters playing tabs will have to return 
to straight pictures, thus eliminating the 
stagehands,” Candler says. 


Emmett Miller’s Varieties of 1932 ran 
into the new order during a recent en- 
gagement at the Kentucky Theater, Lex- 
ington, Ky. As a result, Mr. Miller or- 
dered Chet Miller and stage-band boys 
to view the “opry” from the front of the 
house and after a few words of apology 
and explanation, Bobby Dyer, straight 
man, played the entire show, from open- 
ing to finale, with his guitar and ukulele.

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Not Good Judgment, at Best 


The decision of James F. Geraghty, 
commissioner of licenses of New York 
City, to issue a license to the Avon 
Theater was a good one, altho it was 
made so late that much of its effect was 
los* However correct the commissioner 
6f licenses may be in his assertion that 
only the lack of the proper certifications 
from the various city departments 
charged with overseeing places of public 
assembly, a large number of people will 
continue to believe that it was the dis- 
pleasure of the city administration with 
the subject matter of the play which 
prompted the original withholding of 
the license, and that only the growing 
protest it evoked induced a change of 
attitude on the part of the commissioner. 

And, without knowing more about the 
controversy than it was told by the 
newspapers and by interested parties, 
Equity feels that there was some 
justification for that feeling. 


If the Avon Theater had been the only 
house lacking a certificate of inspection, 
or if it had been the custom of the city 
to insist rigidly on the operation of 
only licensed houses, there might have 
been less ground for complaint. 

But the evidence tended to prove that 
many theaters, legitimate houses and 
other types of theaters as well, had been 
permitted to operate in the manner 
which the proprietor of the Avon had 
sought to do and had not been inter- 
fered with by the police. 

An almost inescapable conclusion 
here is that it was this particular house 
to which objection had been taken, and 
this house because of the particular 
play which it intended to harbor at this 
time. 

It is to this action, discriminatory to 
the point of exercising an active censor- 
ship, that Equity objects. Such a cen- 
sorship is the more dangerous because 
it is not concerned with protection of 
the public welfare (the only ground on 
which censorship has any justification 
whatever), but is concerned primarily 
with the preservation of the welfare and 
prosperity of a small group of politicians 
and officeholders who may be, in the 
end, inimical to that public welfare 
which ostensibly they serve. 

That is why Equity has always been 
so sensitive to and jealous of attempts 
to impose a politicat censorship on the 
theater. It feels that if the public were 
to be denied access to ideas of a certain 
sort thru the medium of drama and 
spectacle the censors, and those respon- 
sible for censors’ appointments, would 
not be content with that limitation and 


would not hesitate to seek to extend 
that limitation to other media of 
information. 


So Equity cannot understand how it 
is possible for anyone who is interested 
in maintaining avenues of approach to 
public opinion to feel that censorship is 
an academic question or one which 
should concern the theater only. 

For if a censorship could be initiated 
and maintained against a play whic} 
purports to portray corruption in gov- 
ernment and a link between organized 
crime and organization government on 
such grounds, why could not the news- 
papers be forbidden to print such revela- 


tions of the same subjects as have been 
carried in the testimony of witnesses 
in the continuing investigation of the 
administration of New York? 


And why could not that investigation 
or any protest against an administration 
be held immoral, unpatriotic or treason- 
able?

Another Explanation 


An explanation which tends to con- 
firm that offered by Charles M. Seay in 
the April issue of The Equity Magazine 
as to the origin of the term “turkey 
show,” has been submitted by J. H. 
Carmody, manager of the Auditorium, 
Sioux City, Ia. He writes: 

“Twenty-five or 30 years ago we heard 
a great deal of the so-called ‘turkey 
shows.’ Those were the days when every 
local manager wanted a show for 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New Year's 
Day. They usually gave a matinee and 
evening performance. 


“To supply this demand several small 
shows would be organized to fill this 
time. As turkey was the main part of 
the holiday meat, the shows were re- 
ferred to as ‘turkeys’ in keeping with 
the time. 

“Afterwards all small shows were re- 
ferred to as ‘turkeys’ instead of ‘fly-by- 
nights,’ as they were called at an earlier 
period. Ask Elmer Walters, Jules Murry 
or Jim Wingfield in Chicago.”

So the member was in- 
structed to report at each performance 
as usual, and if the manager made any 
other reference to the matter she should 
Say that he would have to take it up 
with Equity, which had given her this 
ruling.

Daniel Haynes, Actors’ Equity deputy 
of Green Pastures, has his chorus 100 
per cent in good standing with the ex- 
ception of two members. . This is the 
first due period out of the last five that 
Deputy Haynes has failed to make his 
chorus the first that is 100 per cent in 
good standing. This is probably due to 


the fact that the company is traveling 


out on the Coast and we have not had 
time to get the latest reports. 


One new member joined the Chorus 
Equity in the past week. 

We are holding checks in settlement of 
claims for Peter Alexief, Iva Butenka, 
Charlotte Davis, Tonia Desiatoff, Doris 
Grant, Gladys Harris, Marge Hylan, 
Marion Hylan, Elizabeth Huyler, 
Roderick Howard, Fred Holmes, Reed 
McClelland, Sonny Nelson, Nadia Pomo- 
cheff, Robert Rochford, Hazel St. Amant, 
Neida Snow, Alexis Vassilieff and Pania 
Vassilieff. 

Many times since the organization of 
the Chorus Equity we have heard the 
complaint that our minimum salary of 
$30 a week in New York and $35 on the 
road is too low. In the past season we 
have had several would-be producers 
who have called on us and asked that 
we make our minimum salary $20, 
stating that they could not afford to 
produce at our present price and claim- 
ing that, with the Association's permis- 
sion, they could get easily a chorus for 
$20 a week. . 


Probably the last statement is true. 
It is in bad times that our members 
most need the protection of their Asso- 
ciation. There are always a lot of young 
people anxious to go on the stage who 
are willing to work for anything or 
nothing. As a matter of fact, we think 
the present minimum too low when 
viewed in the light of irregular employ- 
ment. Thirty dollars a week for 52 
weeks in the year might be all right. 
Thirty dollars for 15 or 20 weeks is 
very low. 


Certainly the Association can consider 
no suggestion that the minimum be low- 
ered any more than it now is. A pro- 
duction for which there is not sufficient 
demand to permit of a chorus salary of 
$30 or $35 should not be made. If 
people cannot be paid a living wage in 
a profession there is no incentive for 
them to remain in it. A lower wage 
scale might lose, for the American thea- 
ter, many headliners of 10 or 15 years 
in. the future. We must not starve out 
our young talent.

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Minstrelsy on the Rebound 
UBSTANTIAL progress has been made 
in the movement started little more 
than a year ago to restore minstrelsy 
to its former prominence in the amusement 
world. 


Professionals and amateurs now work- 
ing together for the re-establishment of the 
minstrel stage should command the sympa- 
thetic support of the whole theatrical pro- 
fession and the financial aid of the public 
as an American institution, if for no other 
reason. The minstrel show has much to 
commend it to all lovers of clean, whole- 
some entertainment. It is perhaps the only 
type of theatrical diversion which has stood 
invulnerable to attack in its moral aspect. 
The minstrel show has successfully defied 
adverse criticism on the morality score for 
nearly a century. 

During the most puritanical periods of 
official censorship in this country, when 
Dluenoses lay in wait for opportunity to 
censure the moral tone of any and every 
theatrical attraction that presented the 
iaintest tint of “off color,” the boys of the 
“cork opry” have been permitted to pass un- 


challenged. The most fanatical of those 
among the theater’s critics could no more 
question the morality of a performance 


given by a troupe of black-face troubadours 
than find fault with the spectacle of David 
doing his famous dance of Biblical record 
before the “Ark. The minstrel show has 
been from its beginning, as it is today, 
censor-proof. 

Keinforced recently by the active sup- 
port of sonie of the best known “names” in 
the professional ranks, the organization 
which is striving to rehabilitate this one and 
only distinctively American branch of the 


English-speaking theater appears to be 
making long strides forward. That the 


second annual convention of the National 


f{instrel Players and Fans’ Association, to 
be held in Cleveland in August, will find 
minstrelsy’s star once more in the as- 


cendancy seems already assured. 


Onward, merry minstrels. May the thea- 
ters of America soon again resound with the 
tintinnabulating tinkle of the tambourine, 
the rhythmic rattle of the bones, the sibilant 
shufile of the soft-shoe step, and the quips, 
gags and jokes of the grotesque and fan- 
tastically funny endman! 


Coney Island will not lack for side shows this 
Season. Aside from about a dozen pit shows, 
there are the Wagram-Newman World Circus, 
which is elaborately displayed; Wagner Brothers’ 
new Hippodrome across the street; Namy Salih’s 
Dreamland, removed fron. its traditional site on 
Surf avenue and Eighth street to make way for 
Charlie Docen’s neat Freak Animal Show, and 
Dave Rosen's pair, one on the Bowery, the other 
on Surf. The Boardwalk comes forth with Hubert 
Muller’s “Showboat” revue, Jimmy Davenport on 
the managing end. They are all worthy presen- 
tations by worthy impresarios. 


The Exhibitor and His ‘Score Charges’ 
A S THE indie exhibitor continues to see 


more and more of daylight, at least 

comparatively, the business of the 
“score charge” should be once and for all 
cleared up to his satisfaction. The so- 
called score charge is something that many 
movie men believe to be a tax for the use of 
music. 


further, they believe that thev are 
paying twice for the use of copyrighted 
music. Bui no such thing is taking place. 


The score charge attached to sound films 
is somethirg the producer is passing along 
to the exhibitor. It is nothing more than 
a patents license fee that is charged the pro- 
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ducer by the sound equipment manufac- 
turers. The producer p sses it along to the 
exhibitor when he rents the film and calls 
st a “score charge.” “Score” meaning 
“music” to the exhibitor, he really believes 
the taxation or fee is for the use of the 
music on the film. 


However, meetings are now taking place 
to straighten the matter out to the satisfac- 
tion of all concerned. Perhaps the exhibitor 
will get a break as the result of being en- 
lightened as to just what he pays for. In 
justice to the owners of most of the music 
being used on sound films, they do not re- 
ceive one penny from the “score charges.” 

Such sound equipment manufacturers as 
Radio Corp. of America; Electrical Research 
Products, Inc., and others are paying for the 
use of music reproduced with their ap- 
paratus. They, of course, charge the movie 
producers a license or patents fee, and the 
producers pass all or part of it along to the 
exhibitor. Also, the movie man pays a tax 
per year of 10 cents per seat for the per- 
iormance of music, whatever kind makes no 
difference, so he naturally wonders why he 
should pay twice for the use of music. He 
feels that they are getting him coming and 
going. In reality the exhibitor is unknow- 
ingly helping the producer to pay the equip- 
ment manutacturer. 


It takes more than the mere desire to bring 
vaudeville back, and operators have found this 
out during the past year. One of the more im- 
portant requisites is new and original talent, but 
this hos been almost entirely missing, due to the 
lack of development ground formerly entailed in 
the small time and burlesque. 


Actor Courage Needed To End Abuses 
T HERE is a new drive in New York 

against gyp vaude and club bookers, en- 
ment of Licenses but by District Attorney’s 


gineered this time not only by Depart- 
office. It may prove abortive, as similar and 


previous drives have done, but ct at least 
serves to focus attention once more on one 
of the outstanding evils of the talent field 
Gyp bookers must be driven out for the 
protection of the industry and everyone in 
it. And in the long run it is not the License 
Bureau or the District Attorney’s office, but 
only the actors themselves who can drive 
them out. 


The city can do nothing without proper 
evidence. And the old, old story still con- 
tinues: Performers who have been bitten by 
the gyps refuse to give evidence against 
them thru a mistaken fear that such action 
will lose them future jobs. It is a silly atti- 
tude No honest booker will refuse a per- 
former a job because of such evidence, and 
ihe gyps are people to be avoided anyhow. 

In the midst of the general fear and 
pusillanimity the case of a couple of girls— 
aight-club chorus girls—stands out. They 
claimed that Harry Kilby, one of the indies, 
owed them money. And with far better 
known performers shivering on the side- 
lines and afraid even to turn State’s evi- 
dence, these two went ahead to collect their 
money from Kilby themselves. They knew 
they had very little chance of succeeding, 
ut that failed to stop them. They had no 
money to hire a lawyer, but that failed to 
stop them either. They swore out a war- 
rant and served it on Kilby themselves, 
haled him to court, and to the surprise of 
everybody—even including themselves— 
won a judgment. 

It’s that attitude that performers should 
take. If the victims of each abuse brought 
the facts out into the open, honestly and 
fearlessly, the gyps would have short life. 


During the three weeks in which hearings were 
being held on the matter of license renewals for 
the Times Square burlesque stands not one of 
the burly men backed down on the display of 
pictures in front of his house, nor uus there 
any material change in the style of show, unless 
on the particular night the License Commissioner 
made the rounds. Either they felt that they 
were 100 per cent right and had the courage of 
their convictions, cr they feared to give an inch 
in advance, figuring the antis would quickly take 
a yard on the premise that the burly men had 
conceded being wrong. 


That Home for Cireus Folk 


T NOW appears as if the Circus Saints 
and Sinners Association is going to get 
somewhere with its proposed home for 

circus folk at Richmond, Va. 

The organization has had this in mind 
for some time, and while the subject had 
heen brought up at several previous meet- 
ings, never was the group more enthusiastic 
over it than at the recent semi-annual con- 
vention in New York City. It was urged 
at that meeting that members take definite 
action during the next few months in pian- 
ning a campaign for the erection of the first 
cottage on the property. 

The spirit shown by the national presi- 
dent, who resides in Richmond, when he 
said that “for every dollar raised by the New 
York P. T. Barnum Tent or any other tent 
in the association, Richmond will raise two,” 
is to be admired. 


With every member of the organization 
putting his shoulder to the wheel, that place 
for circus folk when they are no longer able 
to carry on should become a reality. 


For the first time in history all circuses in this 
country moving on their own rolling stock this 
season, are owned by the Ringling interests. Ez- 
cept for one or two shows traveling in passenger 
service, all other circuses in operation are mo- 
torized. 
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Criticism Is Groundless

regarding the floral piece presented to 
the Sells-Floto Circus on their opening 
in Chicago. 


First, I want to assure Mr. Fowler that 
the League did not spend a dime for the 
floral piece. We have many loyal mem- 
bers, and the huge floral horseshoe was 
donated by Brother Courtemanche. If 
Mr. Fowler had been such a great ob- 
server he would have read of same in 
your paper in the report of the Sells- 
Floto opening, that the floral piece was 
presented in the name of the League 
thru the kindness of the above member, 
whose wishes were that it be handled in 
that manner, reciprocating to the circus 
management for their yearly invitation 
to all members and their families of 
the Showmen’s League of America to at- 
tend the opening night’s performance. 

Secondly, Mr. Fowler is in error when 
he states that Brother Liebman is the 
“watch dog of the treasury,” as virtual- 
ly all of our members, especially the 
board of governors and our officers, are 
one big family of watch dogs. So you 
see, Mr. Fowler, Brother Liebman is just 
one of our “good pups.” 


Thirdly, the League spends a two-cent 
stamp that carries a letter of well wishes 
to every show that opens, where our 
membership is represented, to send their 
well wishes for the coming season. Can 
Mr. Fowler ask for any more conserva- 
tism than that? 


I do not know whether this Mr. Fowler 
is eligible to membership in the League, 
but after being set right as to our care- 
ful watching over the treasury, maybe he 
would be pleased to join our organiza- 
tion.

Plea for the Old Acts 


Editor The Billboard: 


In your vaude notes recently you 
printed the following: “One of the most 
remarkable acts in vaudeville is Withers’ 
Opry. Despite all the cry about vaude- 
ville wanting new faces and new ideas, 
Withers’ Opry is now in its 18th year 
in vaude and getting good bookings, too! 
Practically every circuit house in the 
country has played it at least twice.” 

This is not remarkable at all. Eighteen 
years in vaudeville means nothing. If 
an act is good and suitable it should re- 
main in the business 30 years, if neces- 
sary. 

The cry for new acts and new faces 
is just an alibi on the agents’ part. The 
public is always pleased to see a good 
act. It does not matter in what line it 
may be—acrobatic, aerial, dancing or an 
animal act—they are always a welcome 
act. 

Sometimes it takes years to get an act 
right. When the act is at its best the 
agent at once thinks it should be shelved 
and he passes the word to lay it aside. 
That is one big mistake with the booker. 
Every 10 years there is a new generation 
of showgoers. This means that an act 
can repeat many times and does not be- 
come old. 


If the bookers had some of the real 
old talent they would be far better off. 
At the present day there is nothing new 
in show business. Even the old-time tap 
dancing is brought back.

Finds Economy in Motors 
Editor The Billboard: 


The motorized circus is a fine thing 
during these days when general condi- 
tions are poor and even the best oper- 
ated of shows cannot guarantee them- 
selves steady profit. But it is the opin- 
ion of many that with better times 
showmen will once more turn to the 
rails, tho never in the degree of former 
years. 

There is good reason that showmen 
should be economizing now and turning 
to the cheaper trucks, for this has been 
one of the worst depressions in history. 


But its parallel never has occurred 
and probably never will occur 
again. For years fortunes have been 


made with railroad shows. There is no 
reason that, with better times, many 
more fortunes will not likewise be made. 

A showman returning to the rails prob- 
ably need never worry about another 
depression of this magnitude that we

have just been passing thru. In all 
probability there will not be another as 
great during his lifetime or for years 
after. 


Eventually, there will come further 
and more substantial cuts in rail rates. 
But even before then showmen can ex- 
pect to clean up with a rail show when 
better times roll round just as was done 
in 1925, '26, '27 and ’28. 

No doubt the advance will be motor- 
ized, but the rail show will be back. It 
takes one to profitably cover Montana, 
Saskatchewan, British Columbia, Mani- 
toba, etc. The live big-time showman of 
the near future (and that means 1933) 
will turn to the rails in order to delve 
into something bigger than mud-show 
operation. Remember, I do not say that 
there are not some splendid little truck 
shows out, but only one really big truck 
show, Downie Bros. And perhaps Downie 
could stand a few railroad competitors 
for big business.

That Old Jumbo Car 


Editor The Billboard: 

In reply to Henry Smith, in May 7 
issue, will say that the Wallace & Com- 
pany Circus traveled by wagon and 
steamboat the season of 1884-’85. The 
show traveled by rail in 1886, using the 
Weldon, Hummel and Hamilton equip- 
ment, consisting of about 16 cars and a 
few gilly cars. 

There were no cars used by the show 
in 1885, unless it was gilly cars to trans- 
port the show over some swamp or other 
space impassable by wagon. 

About the Jumbo car, I will say that 
he had passed on to that undiscovered 
country from whose bourn no traveler 
returns just a few years before the writer 
became associated with smoky torches, 
spangles and sawdust. But permit me to 
say that while employed in the Barnum 
& Bailey quarters, the winter of 1893-'94, 
I was passing thru their car yards and 
came upon a car of unusual height, and 
from all appearances of special construc- 
tion. The name “Jumbo” had faded 
some, but was discernible. I did not get 
the dimensions of the car. I am of the 
opinion that if that car could have been 
preserved, it would be a strong attrac- 
tion in this day and age. 

About the number of cars with the 
Sells Bros.’ Circus the year of 1885, I can. 
not say, but if memory is correct, this 
was about the time that the Wandering 
Brothers featured the 50-cage menagerie. 

If the reader gets a kick out of the 
above, help yourself and welcome, for I 
have had many in reading the Forum, 
especially as to those long, high leaps. 
It is remarkable how daffy pen, ink and 
pencil will get at times.

NEW YORK, May 14.—Weather history 
repeated itself in Brooklyn, most thickly

Monday afternoon, when caught, house 
was very light, with chills in the air.

Wednesday 
evening, however, with slight drizzle, saw 
a fill of about 70 per cent. On Thurs- 
day, when this was being written, rain 
broke out again and put a damper on 
the day’s biz. Expected that last two 
days of the run will pick up heavily as 
in past years. 

Few new acts on program, while sev- 
eral which appeared during Garden en- 
gagement have gone to other shows. 
Some acts which did singles at Garden 
doubled in Brooklyn. Chief among the 
new turns is the Hustrei Troupe, sextet 
on the high wire, flanking the Wallendas.

Combined Shows, new circus-vaudeville 
organization, crossed the Ohio River this 
week from its opening stand, Florence, 
Ky., on its route northward. Played first 
three days of week at Elizabethtown, O., 
and latter half at Dillsboro, Ind. Will 
also play some two-day stands this 
season. 


The show, which has a 55-foot round 
top with a 30-foot middle piece and 
transports by motor trucks and autos, is 
launched by the veteran overland circus 
owner, A. H. Reed, and Edgar Day, for- 
merly performer with various circuses, 
including Reed's European Circus, of late 
years Owner delicatessens in Southern 
Ohio cities.

14x18.

other acts; Aerial McGinleys, various

single traps; Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Reed, 
musical specialties; Harry Durant, come- 
dian (breaking in “stander” for impale- 
ment act), announcing and package 
candy sales (assisted by his wife and 
their daughter, Margaret); one-act farces, 
in which a majority of the personnel 
participate, close the show. Orchestra of 


violin, cornet, guitar and trap drums 
furnishes the music.

It is said that a theatrical gentleman 
is as complete blowdown when it comes 
to operating a circus, but Harrington has 
ideas that seem to attract loose nickels, 
dimes, quarters and half dollars in the 
direction of his ticket wagon and he is 
satisfied. That should tickle the other 
truck circus operators. Did you ever cast 
optics on Mister Ernest Harrington? 
Well, he resembles the late Andrew Mc- 
FPhee Downie more than the late Mr. 
Downie resembled himself. He not only 
looks like him, but he talks, acts and 
thinks like the late operator of a mo- 
terized circus. Being new in the circus 
business, it was fitting that Harrington's 
Circus should be new thruout. It is. A 
beautiful big top (a 90 with three 30s), 
a menagerie that is an equal contender 
with many a large railroad show (a 70 
with two 30s) and various other spreads 
of canvas necessary to properly house 
the show and impress the gaping na- 
tives. What does the motor circus man- 
ager think of this—the menagerie boasts 
of three elephants, a zebra, a zebu, a 
camel, a reindeer, two ostrich and 19— 
count ‘em, brother, count ’em!—cages of 
animals. Each animal seems to be built 
for the cage; not the cage built for the 
animal. Everything new and painted 
equally as well as any railroad show. The 
lettering and sign work is mighty fine. 

The only objection to Harrington's per. 
formance is too many acts. Rigging 
hangs all over the big top. Five trapeze 
acts going on at the same moment. 
Three rings with a trick “bull” working 
in each ring. Another thing, Harrington 
has too much of everything. He boasts 
of three equestrian directors and each di- 
rector was a former circus owner. Get 
‘em now. Freddie Haffield, known to the 
oldtimers as Fred Campbell, of Campbell 
Bros.’ Great Consolidated Shows. Fred- 
die was one of the “brothers,” only Fred- 
die was a cousin. Then comes Charlie 
La Mont, of the late La Mont Bros.’ Cir- 
cus, and Bull Kelly, late owner of Singer 
Bros.’ Circus. The band boasts of nine 
pieces and three horn tooters were for- 
merly of Sells-Floto. Backing the band 
is a calliope which means more tooting 
In the big show one will find acts from 
Sells-Floto, Barnes, Sparks and Harring- 
ton also has one of these George Wash- 
—" spectacles which seem to be pop- 
ular. 

Harrington is playing the Chamber of 
Commerce, merchant and sales-day guar- 
antee thing and is said to have the show 
booked well in advance.

DALLAS, May 14.—Early indications 
from sale of space for concessions and 
privileges at the 46th annual State Fair 
of Texas, October 8-23, are that the com- 
ing exposition will surpass the past two 
in every way, declared Secretary Roy 
Rupard.

AMES S. BUTLER, secretary of Maine 

J State Fair, who probably is in attend- 
ance at more meetings in New York 

State and in New England than any 
other fair man, declares that “the race 
horse department of fairs is in need of 
serious attention.” He has some decided 
views On money won classification. 

“Race secretaries,” says Mr. Butler, 
“can offer quite a bit of encouragement 
and protection to our Maine breeders of 
race horses by putting conditions in 
their entry blanks, clause and stipula- 
tions that will cover the modest breeder 
and owner against invaders with fast 
records, still eligible to ‘slow classes’ by 
virtue of the ‘money won’ classification.” 

“When the ‘money won’ rule was put 
into effect it destroyed the face value of 
race horses 50 per cent. There is no 
market for a moderate steed. Unless a 
horse can show a 2:10 register it is not 
regarded to have a chance to cash in on 
a 2:22 class, trot or pace.” 

Mr. Butler pays his compliments to 
the drivers by declaring that they must 
co-operate to stop that evil known as 
“excessive scoring” and get their mount- 
ing going to satisfy grand-stand patrons 
who demand action. 


HILE Florida is setting a hot pace 
in efficiency and publicity of its ex- 
hibit at the Chicago world's fair 

in 1933, many other States can take a 
cue from its management in designing 
their displays to further those things 
most needed in their commonwealths. 
Prime object of Florida's exhibit, declares 
General Manager Earl W. Brown, is to 
furnish opportunity for a display of the 
State’s resources with a view toward in- 
creasing tourist travel and widening 
markets for fruits and vegetables. “But 
what is needed in Florida, more than 
anything else, is more people,” says Mr. 
Brown.

Methods Used in the Operation of My Concession Department

Dealing with concessions never has 
been a serious problem with the Volusia 
County Fair. 

Since organization of the fair, 10 years 
ago, the midway always has been handled 
by Johnny J. Jones Exposition Shows, 
who make their winter quarters here on 
our grounds. We sell the concession 
privileges on the midway outright and 
we have had practically no complaint 
concerning the concessions under the 
careful supervision of the concession 
manager of-the shows. 

In the buildings our space is largely 
contracted a year in advance by the 
same concessioners, and our method of 
payment is 25 per cent in advance, 50 
per cent at the close of the first day, and 
26 per cent at the close of the second 
day. 

At the signing of the contract, com- 
plete rules and regulations governing ex- 
hibits and concessions are attached to 
and made a part of this contract. 

A special parking grounds for the cars 
of concessioners is provided, with police 
protection. The same rules as to having 
exhibits in place 15 minutes in advance 
of the opening hour of the fair apply to 
concessions as well as to exhibits. 

INVOKB SPECIAL RULES 

On outdoor concessions we demand 50 

per cent advance payment and 50 per 


cent on the close of the first day’s busi- 
ness.

In addition to rules and regulations 
covering the concessions in buildings, 
special rules covering the requirements 
of the State board of health and the 
State hotel’ commission are included in 
the contract for outdoor concessions, as 
all eating concessions on our grounds are 
sold outdoors on a front foot basis, with 
the exception of four dining rooms which 
are leased each year to local organiza- 
tions, such as churches. 


Concessioners are not permitted in 
buildings where concession does not ft 
into the general type of exhibit for which 
that building was constructed. 


CONCESSION LOSSES NIL 


Sheetwriters are barred. Newspapers 
published within the county are per- 
mitted in the horticultural building. 
Poultry journal representatives are al- 
lowed in the poultry building when bear- 
ing the credentials of the general man- 
ager or the editor of the publication. 
The usual circulation manager form of 
letter we ignore. 


We never have used anything except 
the one method in connection with con- 
cessions, and it always has proved Ssatis- 
factory. For many years we have had no 
Icsses whatever and at no time has it 
exceeded 4 per cent. 


The manager of concessions makes a 
report twice daily to me, as secretary- 
manager of the fair.

A 10-day engagement proved to be 
one of the worst for shows and rides 
ever played by Dodson Shows. Conces- 
sions did fairly well. Despite a free gate 
the attendance was very poor. The Texas 
Light and Power Company muddled the 
light situation again, with its $135 de- 
mand eharge. The company has a 
graduated scale, starting at 10 cents and 
diminishing to 5 cents, according to con- 
sumption in addition to the demand 
charge. The engagement, however, being 
for 10 days they ruled that this contract 
terminated on Saturday night and that 
commencing the following Monday an- 
other $135 d@émand charge was in vogue, 
and that the rate again started at 10 
cents and diminished to five. Despite 
the fact that it was a continuous en- 
gagement they ruled that the demand 
charge should be $275 and that the rates 
as quoted above would prevail. Nothing 
was said about this to the committee 
when contracting for current. When the 
show left the committee was stiil bat- 
tling with the “higher ups” in Dallas 
relative to same.

Grant III, superintendent of public 
buildings and grounds, extending privi- 
leges of the public parks generally for 
this sport. This was in response to the 
request of the Skating Club of the Gen- 
eral Land Office. Previously Col. Grant 
had held skating would be legal on the 
walks of East Potomac Park from 8 
o'clock a.m. to noon. Now skaters mav 
use the sidewalks of Lincoln Memorial 
Reflection Pool for this purpose, on con. 
dition this privilege does not interfere 
with permits for flycasting and model 
boat races. Privileges are limited as to 
hours on week days and skaters may use 
the off-thorofare walks in smaller parks 
of the city. 


JOHNSON’S ROLLER RINK opened in 
the automobile building of Fair Park in 
Dallas, Tex., April 27, with 500 pairs of 
skates and a skating surface 140 by 185 
feet. This is said to be the largest roller 
rink in the South. At present there are 
four rinks operating in a 20-mile radius, 
two in Dallas and two outside the city 
limits, all doing good business. Skating 
appears to be coming into its own again 
after a lapse of three years. Mr. and 
Mrs. Johnson are well-known rink op- 
erators in Texas, having worked the en- 
tire State several times during the last 
six years. It is the policy of the Johnson 
Rink to offer special attractions each 
week. In the near future there will be 
a special attraction night featuring 
Johnnie Steidley and partner, J. T. Brown, 
and sister, Blanche Brown, in exhibitions 
and a speed race. This will be worked in 
connection with benefit party for charity. 


JOHN C. BEARTY, who operated a 
roller rink in Community Hall, Sugar 
Creek, O., last winter, moved his equip- 
ment to the American Legion Building in 
Dover, O., and will operate a rink there 
this summer. Opening program was 
on May 6. Last summer Mr. Bearty 
operated the roller rink pavilion in 
Riverside Park, Uhrichsville, O. 


THE WIGWAM is a new roller-skating 
rink opened by W. A. Fox at Spencer, Ia., 
for the season. Its location is at the 
edge of town. u 


ROLLER SKATING RINK at Summit 
Beach Park, Akron, one of the largest 
summer rinks in the section, opened for 
the season on May 13. Sessions will be 
held on Monday, Wednesday, Friday and 
Saturday evenings and Sunday after- 
noons and evenings. Admission this 
season is free, with a charge of 20 cents 
for skates. The rink is in center of the 
midway and has always attracted heavy 
patronage.

SHORTY DAVIS PIPES from Buffalo 
in answer to a brother pitchman, Price 
in May 7 issue of The Billboard:. “I have 
been selling the radio stropper for the 
last five years and have sold radio strop- 
pers from 35 cents to $1, but since this 
depression or slump or kink in business 
I find that the radio stropper No. 1 out- 
fit, which I purchased at eight cents and 
am now selling for 25 cents (and in the 
past week have sold 500 complete out- 
fits) makes me a profit of $17 per 100.

Prairie Mae, oil worker, has 
left the city and is now on tour. . 
Chief Mack Lone Wolf, ace tonic worker, 
who has been clicking in New York, will 
soon be on tour thru Canada with his 
med show. .. . Lady Dorothea and 
Chick, mentalists, got a royal reception 
on their return to New York.

New Haven, Ky. Week ended April 30. 
Weather, unsettled. Business, fair. 

The people of New Haven seemed to 
be outdoor amusement hungry and 
turned out well when weather permitted. 
Friday night was lost because of an all- 
night rain that started about 5 o'clock. 
Thomas Yanda, Eli Wheel foreman, is 
surely doing his bit toward that ride 
getting its share of receipts. L. T. Zim- 
merman, manager, is on the job as al- 
ways, meeting everyone with a smile. On 
Saturday night heavy equipment of 
rides, etc., had to be carried off the lot 
and loaded on trucks on the highway. 
All of which is from an executive of 
the show. 


HE Wisconsin Valley Fair and Expo- 


sition at Wausatui had a free gate 

for children under 15 years of age 
for the first time last year, and from 
every viewpoint the experiment was sat- 
isfactory, carnival and concessions being 
especially well pleased. There also was 
a Children’s Day set aside, with special 
features in order. The free-gate plan 
for the youth will be repeated this year 
along with their special day. 

Heretofore the Iowa State Fair at Des 
Moines has had a free gate for children 
under eight years of age, and from 8 to 
15 they were charged 25 cents. This 
year they will be admitted free up to 10, 
with a charge of 25 cents for those from 
10 to 15 years. On Children’s Day here 
all up to 15 are admitted without charge 

Personally, I would like to see the 
Iowa State Fair fix its free admission 
age at 15, and my argument for this is 
that children between 10 and 15 will 
take more interest in and better realize 
the value of the fair than the ones un- 
der 10. In consequence, they would be 
developed into regular fairgoers when 
they grow older. 

The more children attracted to a fair 
the more grownups, and the more grown- 
ups the more money at the gate and 
within the fairgrounds. 

I have yet to hear of a fair adopting 
the policy of a free gate for children 
every day that did not find the experi- 
ment beneficial. 

t t t 

Show owners and managers had bet- 
ter be very careful about the instruc- 
tions given to men delegated to keep 
boys from crawling under side wall to 
avoid paying an admission fee. Last 
week the Supreme Court at Hartford, 
Conn., upheld the Superior Court in a 
judgment for $5,000 against a circus in- 
volved in such a case. “Under the cir- 
cumstances,” the opinion of the Supreme 
Court read, “if the jury believed the 
evidence, it could hardly, with reason, 
have found otherwise than that the de- 
ceased was hit by a pin thrown by ——; 
and, from the entire evidence, no con- 
clusion could have been reasonably 
reached other than that saw the 
boy crawling under the tent flap and 
threw the pin to drive him out. The 
court did not err in refusing to set aside 
the verdict.” 

The show appeared in Hartford July 5, 
1929, and the boy died the following day. 

In his charge to the jury, in which the 
Supreme Court found that he did not 
err, Judge Peasley in the Superior Court 
said: “If you fing that knew of 
the presence of the plaintiff's decedent 
and that the plaintiff's decedent was in- 
jured by the negligence of in throw- 
ing a bar or gtake in his direction for 
the purpose of frightening him or others, 
then the mere fact that the plaintiff's 
decedent was a trespasser and was at- 
tempting to enter the tent without au- 
thority, is wholly immaterial. The owner 
or occupant of land owes the same duty 
to refrain from actively injuring a tres- 
passer of whose presence he is aware as 
he does to refrain from injuring an in- 
vited person. The mere fact that the 
plaintiff’s decedent was attempting to 
enter the tent without authority, and 
that he was a trespasser does not of it- 
self constitute contributory negligence 
and bar him from the right of recovery, 
but the negligent act of a trespasser, if 
it materially and essentially contributes 
to his injury, will prevent his recovery.”

vice, Germany has a Merry-Go-Round in 


the form of a road-testing machine. 
Constructed of huge steel girders, with 
eight heavy motor truck wheels forming 
four two-wheel cnassis at the outer edge, 
the massive apparatus is operated daily 
to test highway materials. Over a nar- 
row strip of material in the shape of a 
circle pass wheels of different types and 
weights, and at regular intervals it is 
examined to determine the effect of the 
hard usage.

JOHNNIE BULLOCK. 
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Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


The great number of prominent circus 
organizations, both railroad and wagon 
transported, which were catering to the 
amusement seekers of the Uniteq States 
and Canada 50 years ago this summer, is 
food for thought to those of the present 
generation who rave over the few cir- 
cuses of today “taking all the money out 
of town.” The Old-Time Showmen col- 
umn of The Billboard will endeavor dur- 
ing 1932 to offer convincing evidence 
that two score or more of toiling circus 
owners were giving remunerative em- 
ployment to thousands of trained per- 
formers, agents, department heads and 
laborers; were paying out daily in the 
towns visited, and to railroads, printing 
houses and various industries, thousands 
of dollars, as well as giving both educa- 
tion and pleasant recreation to millions 
of satisfied patrons during that circus 
season of 1882. 


W. W. Cole’s Circus and Menagerie was 
among the outstanding up-to-date shows 
in the list of those using railroad trans- 
portation. Louis E. Cooke, as advance 
Manager and press agent, was an impor- 
tant and highly valued member of Mr. 
Cole’s business staff; in his department 
were R. C. Campbell, as contracting 
agent; Charles Sivalls, contracting rail- 
roads; Henry Berger, who had been agent 
for Jack Little’s “World” Company, and 
M. W. Tobin, who had represented Emma 
Abbott, were also on the advance force 
of a hand-picked crew of circus adver- 
tisers who had no fear of being defeated

in a battle for advertising space. The 
published “Cali” for the season’s open- 
ing was one of those brief business an- 
nouncements which was characteristic 
of the Cole business policy; it read thus: 
“To All Interested, my show opens at 
Utica, N. Y., Saturday, April 22. The pa- 
rade will take place at 9 a.m. All engaged 
will govern themselves accordingly. W. 
W. Cole.” 


On the 27th of March Mr. Cole attend- 
ed an auction sale at the stables of 
Charles Reiche & Bros., in Hoboken, N. 
J., where the mammoth elephant “Sam- 
son” was the prize offering; John B. 
Doris, John O’Brien and W. W. Cole were 
the contesting bidders; Doris made the 
first bid of $2,000, Cole promptly 
raised it to $3,500, then the three rap- 
idly followed each other with raises of 
five hundred, then hundred-dollar bids 
until it reached $6,600, at which price 
W. W. Cole became the owner of Sam- 
son. After the opening at Utica, Hor- 
nellsville, Olean, Bradford, Pa.; Dunkirk, 
N. Y., were taken prior to a two-days’ 
engagement in Buffalo on May 4 and 5. 
Albany, N. Y., was played May 15 to ca- 
pacity both performances with “Sam- 
son,” the big elephant, heavily advertised. 
It was “Jumbo” year and big elephants 
meant big business. 


By early June Ohio cities were seeing 
the W. W. Cole attractions; Newark, 
Springfield and Dayton, June 7, 8 and 9 
were followed by Richmond, Ind.; In- 
dianapolis, Greencastle, Terre Haute, 
Crawfordsville and Franklin. At Indian- 
apolis Will H. Franklin joined the Cole 
advance brigade and later became the 
general agent of King & Franklin Show, 
Great Wallace Circus and of Tammen’s 
Sells-Floto Show. July 15 Quincy, IL, 
had been reached, with an itinerary to 
follow in Hannibal, Mo.; Moberly, Mexico, 
Independence; 
Leavenworth, Atchison; Fall City, Neb., 
Lincoln, Nebraska City, and into Omaha 
for July 31. At St. Paul, Minn., on Au- 
gust 25, a public wedding on the back 
of Samson, the big elephant, was given 
much publicity. Minneapolis was played 
on August 31, and Dubuque, Ia., on Sep- 
tember 5. Bowling Green, Ky., had been 
reached by September 20; Nashville, 
Tenn., 23, Memphis, October 2, and Chat- 
tanooga, 6, were a succession of choice 
spots into which Louis E. Cooke had 
routed at the opportune time for good 
results. Knoxville was played the 14th 
and Meridian, Miss., 19. Little Rock, 
Ark., had the show November 15, other 
towns and cities of that State completed 
the long and profitable season. The 
show went into winter quarters at St. 
Louis on November 29. The November 15 
issue of New York Clipper carried a two- 
inch double-column advertisement by 
Louis E. Cooke for 50 efficient first-class 
billposters to join the advance of W. W. 
Cole’s Great Shows for the season of 
1883. 


To emphasize the contrast in both cir- 
cus and opera-house attractions of 1882, 
compared with 1932, it is only a frank 
confession to admit that the 1932 of- 
ferings were not the diversified magnifi- 
cent attractions enjoyed by the public in 
1882. Only the grandfathers of today 
enjoyed George Bartholomew's Equine 
Paradox, Tony Pastor’s Elegant Com- 
pany; Thatcher, Primrose & West’s Con- 
solidated Minstrels; McIntyre & Heath's 
Specialty Company, Tony Denier’s Mam- 
moth Humpty Dumpty Company, Minnie 
Maddern in Fogg’s Ferry, Barney & Fay 
in Irish Aristocracy, and Uncle Charlie 
Andress with his wonderful magic and 
bird show, Ol, Boy!

the result that interests other than the 
motion picture people were entitled to be 
present at the special hearings. Mr. 
Myers was opposed not only by the 
Society, but by the producers as well, 
and the ASCAP strongly attacked a pro- 
cedure which would require it’ to sell 
rights to a middle man, who in turn 
might sell these rights to the exhibitor 
at a profit and thus create further dis- 
may. Mr. Myers had in mind the doing 
away of the score charges now attached 
to every sound film with music. While 
the exhibitors believe this money is a 
double payment for the use of music, the 
composers and publishers brought out 
the fact that it is in reality a license 
charge for sound recording, which is 
passed on to the theater owner by the 
producer. Thus where the producer re- 
ceives a dollar for his score charges the 
ASCAP receives approximately 1 cent in 
comparison. 

Another amendment was to lower the 
copyright infringement fee from $250 
to $50, which, in the opinion of the 
composers, made it cheaper to infringe 
than to take out a performing rights 
license. 

Just what Sirovich will now do with 
his amendment is problematical. Hear- 
ings also were a great pelsonal victory 
for Mr. Burkan, who exploded every 
theory in the bill. Following the hear- 
ings Sirovich invited Burkan to remain 
and go further into the ideas he set 
forth earlier in the day. It was also 
held by the music folk that Sirovich's 
plan was a compulsory license and not 
a copyright license or a copyright enact- 
ment. Consensus of opinion after the 
hearing was that the Sirovich bill had 
created the biggest hodgepodge in copy- 
right history, and that while the bill 
was in the guise of helping authors and 
composers, it was an out-and-out benefit 
for the motion picture interests. 

It is readily understood, however, that 
the main reason for Mr. Myers’ move 
is to give the exhibitor one film 
rental, covering everything.

menagerie top as well as on the hippo- 
drome track.

NEW YORK, May 16.—In his suit filed 
against John Ringling in Federal Court, 
Hugh W. Fowzer asks court to order 
the Ubangis delivered to him by virtue 
of his agreement, made last November 
16 with La Vulgarisation Ethnographique, 
a French corporation, believed to be go- 
between for the French government in 
connection with the savages. Agreement

effect a compromise. Then the com- 
promise bill will have to go back tothe 
floors of both Houses for discussion. So, 
it will be seen, three or four opportuni- 
ties remain for friends of the amusement 
industry to seek to bring about still an- 
other change as to exemption on admis- 
sions. 

In the report of the Senate finance 
committee by Chairman Smoot refer- 
ence is made to “certain relatively minor 
exemptions,” for example, of admissions 
to the Olympian games and the like. 
But another disturbing feature, suggested 
by the Senate report and bill, is that 
the tax shall be “at a rate of 1 cent 
per 10 cents on each admission in excess 
of 10 cents.” This, interpreted, means 
that an admission of 31 cents would be 
taxed 4 cents, for the reason that the 
tax is on each admission of 10 cents or 
over and each fraction thereof. This, 
incidentally, offers another reasonable op. 
portunity for friends of the amusement 
industry to possibly get in some good 
work.

Can., and that portion of Ontario east 
of an imaginary line running due north 
from Windsor, Ont., Can.” 

Contract stipulates that Mr. Wirth 
shall have the right “to book and en- 
gage theatrical artists for one circus 
and/or specialty show in any of the 
States and provinces enumerated” from 
November thru April of each year, up to 
and including April 30, 1938. Defendant 
also given the right, according to the 
contract, “to book and engage theatrical 
artists for two circuses and/or specialty 
shows in any of the States and provinces 
enumerated” from May thru October in 
each year, up to and including May 
31, 1938. 

Paragraph B of the sixth clause ap- 
pears to be the chief bone of conten- 
tion, however. It relates to Mr. Wirth’s 
attendance at park and fair conventions 
or meetings “within the territory re- 
stricted” by the agreement. 


Agricultural Conditions 


Condensed Data From May Summary by U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 


SPRING WORK ADVANCES 


Spring work, which since early March 
has been about 10 days behind usual 
schedule, is now making faster progress. 
The small grains are mostly in ground. 
Corn planting is now going forward 
rapidly in the North and cotton in the 
South. 

Winter wheat in the Central and East- 
ern States is generally in good condition. 
But in the real wheat territory of the 
Great Plains it is a very doubtful look- 
ing crop. From Western Texas to South 
Dakota the grain has had to contend 
with dry weather, dust storms, and freez- 
ing until the reports now indicate a 
heavy abandonment of acreage in por- 
tions of that region. 

Current reports point to a crop of 
hard red winter wheat about half that 
of last year. The Plains region as a 
whole apparently faces difficult crop con. 
ditions this season, with adequate mois- 
ture lacking and in the North a serious 
grasshopper infestation. 

The early potato crop in the South 
was seriously damaged by frost. Florida’s 
early crop, for example, is estimated at 
about half that of last year. Most of 
the early and second-early potato States 
show a reduction in commercial acreage 
of about one-fourth under last spring. 
Reports on planting intentions have in- 


dicated some probable increase in late 
potato acreage in the Central and West- 
ern States. For the country as a whole, 
the prospect is that there will be about 
the same total acreage of potatoes as last 
year. 


FARM LABOR PLENTIFUL 


Among the live-stock industries, hogs 
show perhaps the most definite tendency 
toward increased supplies. Hog slaughter 
during the next four months will prob- 
ably be 10 to 15 per cent larger than 
the unusually small slaughter in those 
months last year. 


On the other hand, a large proportion 
of beef steers has been slaughtered al- 
ready this year and with 16 per cent 
fewer cattle on feed this spring the sup- 
ply of cattle for market during the next 
three months appears’ considerably 
smaller than in any recent year. 


Losses of old ewes in the West have 
been heavy this year and the lamb crop 
so far appears to be somewhat smaller 
than last spring. In the dairy industry 
unfavorable weather and reduced feeding 
appeared to have curtailed milk produc- 
tion last month slightly below a year 
ago, Egg production per hen, a month 
ago, was the lowest at that date in seven 
years; also the number of hens on hand 
is Slightly below last spring. 


It is that particular paragraph which 
the plaintiff contends is not clear and 
“ambiguously worded.”

Flanders, who formerly had charge of 
Bedford, N. H., Zoo, but who recently 
opened a place of his own, and a ship- 
ment of monkeys to a zoo in Minnesota. 


SANFORD, Fla. — Eighteen Seminole 
Indians, just out of the Everglades, have 
built a typical Indian village of cypress 
and palmetto palms at Sanford on banks 
of Lake Monroe. They will be here four 
weeks, adjoining Sanford Municipal Zoo, 
said to be the finest in the State. The 
first afternoon the Indians were here 


1,432 people paid admision to the village 
to see the primitive way in which these 
people live. More than 5,000 people vis- 
ited the free Zoo on the first day the 
Indians were camped near by, and more 
than three-fourths of these visitors were 
from. towns from 20 to 100 miles from 
Sanford. The Indians came to Sanford 
on invitation of Seminole County Cham- 
ber of Commerce, under personal direc- 
tion of W. Stanley Hanson, Fort Myers, 
known as “the Seminoles’ best friend.” 
Included in the party is John Cypress, 
who will wrestle with alligators to show 
how he and his people master these 
saurians in the Everglades. Admission 
of 10 cents for adults and 5 cents for 
children will be charged to cover cost of 
bringing the Indians here, and any profit 
made will be used to improve Sanford 
Zoo. 


FOND DU LAC, Wis.—Two Wisconsin 
black bears, less than a year old, have 
been added to Lakeside Park Zoo, the gift 
of the State Reformatory at Green Bay, 
according to Superintendent Frank Rus- 
sell. 


AMARILLO, Tex.—Betty was monkey- 
ing around and it cost her life. Betty 
lived in a cage with five other monkeys 
at the Zoo on Amarillo Tri-State fair- 
grounds, and stuck her arm into the next 
cage, where a large puma was kept. One 
swish of a powerful paw and Betty’s arm 
was ripped almost off at the shoulder. The 
puma went on a rampage at the smell of 
blood and soon the entire Zoo was in a 
frenzy. John Speed, Zoo keeper, did his 
best, but the shock was too great. It was 
necessary to place a partition so that it

MILWAUKEE. — A moat, the full 


length of the eight old bear dens and 
two new ones at Washington Park Zoo, 
will be completed by July 1, according to 
Al Riemenschneider, park board en- 
gineer. It is to be 15 feet wide, 14 feet 
deep and havé a terraced incline on the 
inner side so bears can climb back once 
they scramble into the moat. 


OKLAHOMA CITY.—By making trades 
with other zoos, Lincoln Park Zoo ac- 
quired two black-maned lions, a panther, 
elk, golden giant spinder monkey and 
numerous birds. Zoo is negotiating with 
Dallas Zoo for its yak in exchange for a 
bull buffalo and a gnu. There are more 
bear, deer and buffalo at Lincoln Park 
than are needed. The city did not ap- 
propriate a cent this year to buy ani- 
mals, leaving provision of new attrac- 
tions to ingenuity of the park manage- 
ment, 


SALT LAKE CITY—The new zoological 
garden, Hogle Park, was formally opened 
on May 1, with more than 5,000 attend- 
ing. A special program was arranged by 
Salt Lake Zoological Society. Site was 
donated by Mr. and Mrs, James A. Hogle, 
and is in a wooded tract near mouth: of 
Emigration canyon. Program included 
feeding the lions, exhibition by “Princess 
Alice,” the elephant, and feeding the 
pelicans. A small admission fee was put 
in effect on Sunday for adults, and will 
be in vogue every day except Thursday. 
Children under 17 will be admitted free. 
Money for the Zoo buildings has been 
raised by drives by civic organizations, a 
tag day and selling of advance scrip 
tickets.

The first elephant was bought 
by contributions of Rochester children 
sponsored by the newspaper. 


FORT WORTH, Tex.—Sam, oldest lion 
at Forest Park Zoo, died on May 3. 
Death was caused by a draught of cyan- 
ide given by Zookeeper McHugh. Sam’s 
death was authorized by the Park Board 
because of his age. He was 22 years old 
and had spent 20 years at Forest Park, 
coming from an Eastern circus.

The Balaban & Katz theater chain 
management has been considering the 
placing of pin-game tables in its theater 
lobbies for several weeks. A number of 
different types of high-class pin games 
were first tried out in Chicago. The 
possibilities in earnings were so encour- 
aging that the matter of decision was 
referred to the New York office. The 
latest report in that the Variety table 
manufactured by the Atlas Indicator 
Company is being given a more exhaus- 
tive test. Something like 35 of the tables 
will be placed in Chicago theaters, and 
if the earnings show up creditably pur- 
chases will be made for the entire sys- 
tem of Balaban & Katz theaters. 

If this proposition is completed it will 
be the largest single order for pin-game 
tables that has been placed for opera- 
tion. It will also serve as an entering 
wedge to many other theaters that have 
hesitated to do such a pioneer thing as 
place a coin-operated game in the lobby 
for their patrons. The trade will natural- 
ly be much interested, as the theater 
field is immense when once opened up 
in reality to automatic games.

This has been the 
weakness in many games of this type 
heretofore. Mr. Silver has spent more 
than three years in getting this game 
ready for announcement and has at last 
succeeded in producing what promises to 
be a successful game. The Milwaukee 
Coin Machine Company will manufac- 
ture and market this game, and has 
been capitalized at $100,000. Mr. Silver 
worked on another pin-game idea all the 
while he was developing the bowling 
game. He tells an interesting story of 
how he often would get up at night 
when an idea occurred to him and go 
to work on the developments. 

. . . 


Senator Walsh is seeking to get first- 
hand information from various trade 
associations relative to desired changes 
in the anti-trust laws of the country. 
His Senate Bill 3256 is of interest to the 
automatic trade manufacturers’ associa- 
tion in that this bill seeks to permit 
trade associations, under the supervision 
of the Federal Trade Commission, to 
outline trade practices for regulating 
trade ethics, prices and policies. The 
Walsh Bill would permit any trade group 
to present to the commission plans for 
fixing resale prices, apportioning sales 
and generally balancing production with 
consumption. If the recommendations 
were considered fair and in the public 


interest the trade association would have 
governmental assistance and sanction in 
enforcing the regulations. The bill also 
mentions as one of its provisions the 
regulation of misleading advertising. 

Now that the Coin Machine Manufac- 
turers’ Association is building its serv- 
ice rapidly to become an important fac- 
tor in the trade, the Walsh Bill becomes 
of special interest to the trade. There 
has always been a great difficulty in 
making a trade association Mean any- 
thing in any trade. Members of the 
trade can organize and meet to discuss 
trade practices. But when a general code 
has been drawn up a few manufacturers 
who remain outside of the association, 
or who refuse to be governed by its de- 
cisions, can always upset the very best 
plans of the organized group. A number 
of thinkers have been trying to arrive 
at some plan for giving trade associa- 
tions definite governmental assistance by 
giving their trade codes semi-legal sanc- 
tion at least. It would seem that this 
is a much better plan for regulating 
business than by depending too much 
upon federal and State statutes. It 
would give real authority and perma- 
nence to all trade associations. It would 
attach some importance to the discus- 
sions and meetings of trade groups. It 
seems only fair that members of a trade, 
that is the majority, should best be able 
to decide upon ethics and proper trade 
practices to regulate the general con- 
duct of the business in which they are 
engaged. 

Trade associations have been discuss- 
ing and adopting codes for some time, 
but when they have done this it means 
little more than’the paper upon which 
it is written, since there has been no 
fixed authority for enforcing practices 
agreed upon. With governmental sanc- 
tion back of adopted codes, a trade asso- 
ciation could get somewhere in its or- 
ganized work. 

The Supreme Court is also making 
some decisions relative to business prac- 
tices that need to be kept in mind by 
the automatic trade. The final verdict 
on the “Packer’s Consent” case indicates 
a policy of protecting the distributor, 
jobber and small manufacturer. There 
is sure to be an increasing amount of

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discussion in the trade about the place 
and importance of the jobber in the 
coin-machine business, just as this has 
become 2 major question in many other 
lines of business. The decision men- 
tioned some weeks ago in this column 
concerning the minority report on the 
Oklahoma City ice case indicates that 
there is a growing sentiment in the au- 
gust Supreme Court for establishing 
some .method for the better stabilizing 
of prices in the various trades. The 
CMMA has already gone on record as 
objecting to price cutting on the resale 
of machines by jobbers. 

Another legal trend on price cutting is 
shown by the new bill just recently in- 
troduced in the House by Representative 
Crail. This bill aims to include as un- 
fair competition and to make unlawful 
predatory price cutting. The bill would 
give the Federal Trade Commission 
power to regulate such unfair competi- 


tion. 
. . . 


My report on the toy convention last 
week did not mention the many signs 
of the increasing importance of adult 
games. I tried table hockey and in less 
than two minutes had real perspiration 
started. Table golf, table tennis and 
table almost all the other well-known 
sports and games are now on the market. 
Ping-pong has been a real table sport for 
some time. While these games are not 
coin operated, they have a very definite 
significance for the automatic trade. 
Coin-operated games form a decided and 
very profitable adjunct to all halls, par- 
lors and rooms offering the table games 
for a certain fee. It is interesting to 
see the firm of Chester-Pollard promot- 
ing these new table games for all they 
are worth. This firm has had long ex- 
perience in the automatic games field 
and its experience will be valuable in 
combining the two types of games for 
the most profit. If miniature golf had 
endured, these courses would have been 
ideal locations for automatic games. 
While the boom did last, they were ab- 
sorbing games in great quantities. These 
new game rooms, parlors, halls or what- 
ever they may be called, are a much 
safer bet than was minny golf. It will 
not require so great an investment to 
get started, since rent for the space oc- 
cupied will be the biggest item after 
all. The expense of an attendant is also 
required. But there is a different and 
more permanent psychology about the 
new table games, and they should find 
a permanent place in our amusement 
system. And wherever there is a game 
parlor located, there is also a good lo- 
cation for a number of coin-operated 


games. 
. 7. . 


I spent an hour watching four table 
games busy all the time. These tables 
are coin-operated pin games in a promi- 
nent drug-store location, but during the 
busiest hours a girl attendant is with 
the machines to check up on scoring 
and prizes won. Prizes are given on even 
scores, say a $10 electric clock for the 
even score of 1530. At least five dif- 
ferent prizes were offered for certain 
scores and this evidently had a_ very 
stimulating effect on the play. There is 
no doubt either about the stimulating 
effect of the presence of an attractive 
girl as attendant. 

7 * . 

A well-known French writer has re- 
cently called attention to the rise in 
America, England and France of what 
might be called a new religion, the 
worship of the young girl. There is no 
doubt about the business value of an 
attractive girl. The theater and the 
typewriter have been teaching us that 
for years. One of the most thoro stu- 
dents of selling by machine tells me that 
vending machines cannot be made to 
compete successfully against personal 
salesmanship, and that many products 
which are adapted to selling by machine 
can be sold much better by a personable, 
smiling girl. Vending machines are com- 
pelled to find places where it is not prac- 
tical to keep a clerk. 

Now it seems possible that as we look 
for new markets for automatic games, 
there are many of the better-grade lo- 
cations where a group of games may be 
placed and a girl attendant kept in 
charge during the best hours of the day. 
In these days of unemployment it may 
not only give someone a job, but boost 
the intake in automatic games as well. 
I saw a hat-check girl boost the play 
of machines in a hotel lobby and suggest 
that there are many elite locations where 
a profitable policy of operating may be 
developed from these ideas.

the coin-machine trade because of the 
importance which independent chains 
are assuming over the country. Some 
of these independent chains have already 
shown a very marked interest in auto- 
matic games, and a contract with a 
chain system is not to be winked at. A 
very profitable entree can be gained to 
a number of choice locations when the 
favorable attitude of the heads of these 
independent chains has been won. 


The information and data gained from 
that drug-store survey in St. Louis is 
now being broadcast to the drug trade 
all over the country. Drug stores are 
proving to be the most common and 
receptive locations for automatic games, 
so the trade might well study drug 
stores. Those who are interested in 
helping to sell automatic games enter- 
tainment to the public will especially be 
interested in the survey. It was dis- 
covered that men are the best soda foun- 
tain customers in drug stores, spending 
about twice as much: as women and chil- 
dren. Men are by far the best to patron- 
ize automatic games, too. But there are 
efforts in the trade being made to de- 
velop a machine or a selling idea that 
will get the women interested in large 
numbers. Drug store and hotel loca- 
tions seem to get more women players 
than any other type of location. 

s . s 


Watching the customers come into 
drug stores, it was learned in the St. 
Louis survey that 43 per cent went first 
to the soda fountain, 22 per cent to the 
tobacco counter, 11 per cent to the candy 
counter and 14 per cent to other depart- 
ments. One of the big problems for an 
operator who places machines in any 
store is to get the owner to place the 
machine in a spot where it will attract 
attention and get the play. A few of the 
retail stores of Sears, Roebuck & Com- 
pany once tried out some amusement 


machines, and the management was very 
careful to place the machines where they 
would attract most attention. The St. 
Louis survey shows where the most fa- 
vorable spots are in drug stores. The 
soda fountain comes first by far. I have 
noticed that many drug stores, where 
the managers have become sold on auto- 
matic games, place the machines where 
they get very favorable attention in the 
very center of the floor near the en- 
trance. Some druggists must realize that 
automatic games are money makers. But 
so far they have not been mentioned in 
reports coming from the drug-store sur- 
vey. 
. s . 


Automatic games have had a little 
boost in play in San Francisco. The 
great U. S. fleet in the harbor, with 
40,000 officers and men getting shore 
leaves, boosted retail trade, and these 
men love amusement too. Los Angeles 
claims to be the mecca of the coin- 
machine industry on the Pacific Coast, 
but now and then San Francisco gets a 


break.

A Connecticut operator who believes 
in being a salesman says that retail 
merchants are all discussing rents these 
days and asking for reductions in rent. 
He takes advantage of the situation to 
sell them on the idea of giving his games 
better locations in the store. He shows 
them how a boost in the play of the 
machines will be so much ready cash to 
pay rent and other overhead expenses,

from convention to convention. Hotels 
where conventions are entertained should 
prove a gold mine at the time. Not 
every operator, of course, can get into 
this highly specialized field, but it is 
there for some one. The lists of con- 
ventions and fairs which are published 
at intervals in The Billboard should 
prove very useful in following these af- 
fairs. Then the operators and manu- 
facturers of candy and confection vend- 
ing machines should have an interest in 
the Atlantic City convention. 


James R. Bush, South Carolina oper- 
ator and salesman, believes that the only 
way to be sure and not miss a good 
machine is to try one of all the new 
offerings of the reputable manufacturers. 
He figures that an operator can at least 
get his money back on any game in 
which the mechanism is standard, and 
that the risk of passing up a new ma- 
chine that turns out to be a hit is 
greater than risks of loss on trying out 
each new game.

A game that does 
not get reasonable play in this hotel 
proving ground is unsafe, of course, to 
invest in for general operation. Another 
idea for the use of hotels in the auto- 
matic game business. Mention has been 
more than once of Barton W. Shipley, a 
veteran Indiana operator, who uses a 
hotel lobby as a proving ground for all 
the new games that he buys.
